NEW YORK, Nov. 12—The press 
agents’ chapter of Theatrical Managers, 
Agents and Treasurers’ Union, with the 
support of the Yiddish group, which has 
an iron-clad contract protecting its au- 
tonomy and entity, rejected the proposed 
new constitution of the union on the 
ground that it violated the agreement 
the New York Theatrical Press Agents 
body has with TMAT. Press agents, 
claiming they are guaranteed autonomy 
by the agreement, are planning recourse 
to State labor authorities and if unsuc- 
cessful may sever relations with the 
parent union. Union officials, however, 
deny breach of contract and say schism 
would have no effect upon TMAT’s con- 
tract with the League of New York The- 
aters. Tho the league refused to sign 
it until TMAT had ironed out its in- 
ternal difficulties, the contract makes 
no specific reference to TMAT’s previous 
agreement with the press agents. 

Line of action by press agents is being 
guided by Morris Ernst, attorney, and 
representatives of the Yiddish group, 
which is old in theatrical union experi- 
ence. Following caucuses held early this 
week, chapter steering committee wired 
each member to vote against the new 
constitution, deadline having been 
Thursday, following a press agent-treas- 
urer tiff. When publicity writers were

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Move To Prune Four A’s 


Actor Gillies Seek Weak Parent 
Body, Opposing Big Union Idea 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.— Indications 
that the American Federation of Radio 
Artists will introduce a resolution at 
its annual convention this week favor- 
ing closer co-operation among sister 
unions of the Associated Actors and 
Artistes of America, AFL international 
covering all performers, is being inter- 
preted in many quarters as the first of 
a series of moves designed to prune the 
Four A’s of virtually all power. Rather 
than tending toward the “one big 
union” idea—as was reported elsewhere 
last week—measure may really mean 
the initial attempt to lop off the super- 
structure of the performer international. 

The move toward closer co-operation 
between AFRA and Screen Actors’ Guild 
will be accomplished without recourse 
to the Four A’s, merely thru contact 
between individual unions. 


Four A’s a year ago underwent a “re- 
organization” which was to revitalize the 
somnolent association. New set-up en- 
tailed creation cf radio union AFRA, 
creation of American Guild of Musical 
Artists, plans for higher per capita tax 
to take care of international’s larger 
duties, setting up of new offices and 
contract setting up Frank Gillmore as 
executive director for five years at 
$13,000 per year. 

Expenditure necessary to run Four 
A’s was estimated at $25,000 a year, and 
in return for sister-union support inter- 
national was to give unions aid in or- 
ganizing their fields. Some of the union 
execs feel the aid was never forthcoming 


RAY KINNEY 
(This Week’s Cover Subject) 


AY KINNEY’S Hawaiian rhythms at the 

Lexington Hotel, New York, and in the 
Broadway musical, “Hellzapoppin,” are the 
real thing and not the synthefic hula music 
usually passed off as being authentic. The 
reason is simple: Ray was born in Hilo, 
Hawaii, and has spent the greater part of his 
life on the Islands, and his music naturally re- 
flects the true spirit of the Pacific paradise. 


Kinney was educated in Hawaiian public 
schools, and then went to Salt Lake City for 
high school and college training. During his 
period in Utah he and his brother had a band 
known as the Kinney Brothers’ Orchestra. In 
1928 the late S. L. Rothafel (Roxy) brought 
Ray to New York for six weeks, following 
which he went to San Francisco to sing with 
Jessie Stafford’s Band at the Palace Hotel for 
11 months. He also worked on the Shell Oil 
and Sperry Flour radio programs during this 
time. 

Kinney returned to Hawaii in 1931 and 
gave up music for two years. He went back 
to it with his own Hawaiian band and played 
local radio shows and an engagement at Hono- 
fulu’s Royal Hawaiian Hotel until he disbanded 
his men and joined Harry Owens’ Ork at the 
Royal Hawaiian. He got his boys back together 
again when he received a call from Decca 
Records to come to Los Angeles and wax 
Island music, and that chore finished, he re- 
turned once more to the Honolulu hostelry. 
In 1935 and 1936, Bill Bacher had Ray on the

appearances. 


Rockwell-O’Keefe took the Kinney crew 
under its booking wing in June, 1937, and set 
it up at the Hawaiian Room of the Hotel Lex- 
ington, where he remained until January. The 
next two months found him back in Hono- 
lulu at the Royal Hawaiian, then a return to 
New York and an April opening at the Lex- 
ington, where he has been since. “Hellza- 
poppin” opened this fall on Broadway, and 
now lovers of real hula music have two spots 
in which to enjoy the Kinney Band.

Bands Get Break as Hollywood 
Rushes Films on Jitterbug Fad 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 12.—With jitter- 
bugs and jitterbug contests littering the 
country, Hollywood has shaken itself out 
of its shyness toward name bands, and 
latest indications are that film producers 
are about to go overboard on the jitter- 
bug idea, figuring to pull in coin over 
the current craze. 


Every studio has writers hacking out 
yarns with a jitterbug twist, name bands 
are polishing up their instruments and 
agents are sitting up nights trying to 
figure out ways to angle their orks into 
the flicker jobs and grab some of the 
heavy dough. 

Reportedly against name bands after 
the b.-o. flop of Fred Waring in Varsity 
Show, producers are now changing their 
attitude. Universal has signed Ted 
Weems for a jitterbug flicker. Barney 
McDevitt, of Rockwell-O’Keefe, re- 
ports that Warner and MGM are angling 
for Ben Pollack, but no contracts have 
been inked as yet. 

Paramount is whipping a jitterbug 
story into shape and has signed Gene 
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Krupa for the spot. MGM is reported 
planning a film called Hot Piano. James 
Stewart may play the lead. Flicker will 
be a short, but MGM may hold up pro- 
duction to see how other studios fare 
with their jitterbug ideas, figuring to 
make a feature-length film if the craze 
continues. 

Warner flicker will feature Dick 
Powell, with Pollack having the inside 
track to furnish the music. RKO is also 
angling for a name band. 


Paramount had to step outside its own 
contract list to hire Krupa, having Harry 
Owens and ork signed to a long termer. 
With Owens playing at the Beverly Wil- 
shire, it was thought Paramount might 
try to use him in its jitterbug flicker, 
ignoring the style of music demanded 
for this type film. Producers: were quick 
to see the light and inked Krupa. 

It ts wondered how much activity will 
be centered around the indies in the pro- 
duction of jitterbug films. Several of 
the lesser known bands may get their 
big break due to small units not having 
heavy coin for name outfits.

Aru Sugars Domino 


OW much of theater and circuit ex- 

ploitation of attractions, particularly 
films, is really worth while? How much 
of it is plain, ordinary bushwah? Dif- 
ficult questions are these to answer. It 
is almost impossible to find a man quali- 
fied—in the eyes of God, to be sure— 
to act as judge or referee. 


Exploitation, as it has been practiced 
since we got our first glimpse of the 
business some few years ago, is a sort 
of black art, mastered actually by few; 
sponsored from the cold kale standpoint 
by those who know nothing about it; 
engaged in by far too many who know 
more about the art of selling their bosses 
on their own value than what should 
be the science of selling shows. We are 
very strong for exploitation; in fact, we 
feel that no bullthrowing exploiteer of 
the old and new schools can live very 
long out of the fishbowl of tall talk, 
deafening ballyhoo, tie-up double-talking 
and the other equipage that goes towards 
making up the complement of an ex- 
ploitation feast 


Yes, weithink exploitation is a swell 
thing. But we hope the time will soon 
come whén the men who have their 
fingers on the purse strings will take a 
few hoursg off and learn all there is to 
know abqdut the bushwah connected 
with explditation. The result will be a 
saving of|millions of dollars a year to 
theaters ahd circuits, recognition to men 
who don’t] get it now because they are 
silly enough to think it is more im- 
portant sell shows than themselves— 
and a kipk in the pants and a “23 
skiddoo” for the fakers who more fre- 
quently than not monopolize the best 
jobs in the exploiting business and spend 
their bosses’ money with the abandon 
of drunken profligates. 

We shalf not try to analyze and define 
the blacks: whites and grays of exploita- 
tion. We are, as already intimated, un- 
qualified to attempt such a monumental 
job. But strange as it may seem, not 
only this observer but anybody who has 
been connécted with a theater or cir- 
cuit any appreciable time, possesses a 
fair amount of intelligence and has kept 
his eyes ahd ears open can point out 
certain defects in the present situation. 

One thing that is wrong and very 
wrong is that more men than can be 
admitted safely by their colleagues op- 
erate circuits from behind pushbutton 
batteries without sufficient knowledge 
of theater operation. These gents have 
in most cases never operated theaters or 
have had sadly limited experience along 
that line. Not knowing what the intan- 
gible known as exploitation is all about, 
it is conceivable that they can be easily 
hoodwinked by men who don’t know 
what exploitation is all about but are 
cunning end shrewd enough to realize 
that knowledge of their craft is not as 
important as knowledge of a species of 
men known as bosses. What results is 
a@ constant stream of activity; a lot of 
ballyhoo that costs circuits plenty of 
money; that gets better jobs for men 
who in their hearts and souls are thank- 
ful that they are even holding down 4 
job; a tempest in a teapot that has about 
as much direct relation to the problem 
of filling theater seats with torsos as the 
price of cheese to Einstein's theories. 

We have talked about exploitation to 
men no longer engaged in it. We haven't 
bothered talking to those still up to their 
knees in its elusive intangibles and 
vague tracings on the account books of 
show business. Simply because we 
didn’t want to waste their time and 
ours. Not one of the past masters at the 
art of exploiting disputed our theory 
that exploitation as it is generally prac- 
ticed todey is mostly bushwah, a small 
amount genuine selling and soaked 
thru and thru with the direct profit mo- 
tive of making a good impression on the 
powers thht be. If such is the case 
it seems to us that something ought to 
be done about reforming the whole ex- 
Pploitation business. 

Press books issued by distributors are 
better than they were in the good old 
days (for exploiters) when even the 
biggest companies used to pay a hack 
a hundred bucks or thereabouts to turn 
out a book conceived thru the pipe 
dreams of a harrowing night to make 
a 24-hour deadline. These books were 
about as useful as was the sincerity 
and practical experience that went into 
the making @& them. Most of the hacks 
in those day never saw the inside of @ 
theater—excent as a non-paying guest.

WBBM Policy Shift 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—Charles E. Logan, 
manager of the Transradio Press office 
in Kansas City, Mo., has left that post 
to become publicity director at WBBM 
here. Biz of sending out regulation 
press releases to trade sheets and 
dailies has heretofore been handled by 
Hal Burnett, director of public affairs 
at WBBM, but pressure from agencies, 
who felt their sponsors weren't getting 
enough squib space, has necessitated 
Burnett’s hiring another man to spe- 
cialize on this angle. 


Policy of WBBM on public relations 
has always been the accenting of educa- 
tional and special events in the com- 
munity, and as director of public affairs 
Burnett is in charge of a set-up which 
breaks down into publicity, special 
events, sports, politics, public service 
and education. Press releases to papers 
have been a minor part of this depart- 
ment, as it was felt they had little or 
no use in helping either bars station or 
programs. 

Rub came, however, when local spon- 
sors did not see their shows eg 
in radio columns and beefed to th 
agencies, which in turn entered squawks 
with WBBM. So to keep the sponsors 
happy, radio eds will be greeted with 
added poundage in their morning mail. 
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honor by making the identity of hearing 
examiners and the identity of those pre- 
paring reports a matter of deep secrecy. 

Otherwise the procedure is still the 
same; one or more may be guiding the 
conduct of the hearings, the report may 
be prepared in a different room, and the 
commissioners themselves may see a lit- 
tle more of the record than they do or- 
dinarily, but all in all the fundamental 
is as it was.

Reason giv- 
en by the absentees was that they felt 
that anybody’s attendance at the confer- 
ence had the tendency to give it a dig- 
nity which neither the actions nor the 
persons involved warranted. 


Nevertheless, a handful of reporters 
listened to McNinch elaborate upon what 
good the change was for the commission 
and say that soon his work would be 
done so that he could tell the President 
that he was ready to go back to the 
peace and quiet of the Federal Power 
Commission. Chairman told how in- 
adequate the press relations had been; 
that he planned to have his borrowed 
publicity man from the Rural Electrifi- 
cation Administration, Marion L. Ram- 
say, look around the FCC to work out 
some methods to pass on to the press 
the latest developments in the science 
and art of radio. The ousted Wisner, 
veteran who covered the Senate for the 
old New York World and The New York 
Herald-Tribune, had earlier charged the 
chairman with not even putting foot in- 
side the press room: of not asking about 
his duties; of not having mentioned any 
criticism of the press relations.

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Radio Survey of Helena, Mont. 


NETWORK PROGRAMS DOMINATE NIGHTTIME RECEP- 
TION IN HELENA, SURVEY SHOWS, WITH FEW LOCAL 
SHOWS REPORTED HEARD DURING EVENING .... USE 
OF RADIO SETS LOWER IN MONTANA CAPITAL THAN 
IS AVERAGE THRUOUT COUNTRY

St wors programs so dominate 

evening radio listening in Helena, 
Mont., that there is no question and can 
be none as to whether this city, as a 
typical Montana metropolis, receives 
ample network coverage. Question was 
raised by the governor of this State 
before the Federal Communications 
Commission last June, and is to be the 
subject of important discussions in the 
FCC hearings starting Monday, No- 
vember 14. The Billboard survey of 
Helena was made for the specific pur- 
pose of shedding light on Montana’s 
network reception, taking the capital 
as a typical Montana city. 


Reference to the chart of evening 
programs reported by Helena listeners 
on Page 7 shows that the majority of 
programs heard is overwhelmingly net- 
work. Local shows, other than news 
broadcasts, are rarities. A good per- 
centage of the locally emanating pro- 
grams are not actuaily local, but tran- 
scription jobs. This survey, in both 
its daytime and evening figures—the 
daytime program data was published 
last week—raises a contrary. question— 
can Montana cities support more 
stations? 

It is also of interest to note that 
Helena’s average evening use of radio 
sets is lower than the average accepted 
for night listening thruout the country 
and for other cities covered by The 
Billboard surveys. Helena’s average 
was 3314 per cent, which is pretty low 
for the evening. MHelena’s daytime 
average was also low. Local owner- 
ship of radio sets is good, slightly above 
the national average, more than 90 per 
cent of the families in Helena having 
receivers, according to figures prepared 
early this year by Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System. 

Network reception in Helena is pro- 
vided from a number of points within 
and without the State of Montana. 
EPFA, in Helena, carries NBC shows. 
Other stations heard include KSL, 
Salt Lake City; KOA, Denver; KFBB, 
Great Falls, Mont.; KNX, Hollywood; 
KHQ, Spokane, and KPO, San Fran- 
cisco. Daytime reception is not as good 
as evening reception, a general radio 
condition.

On page 6 of this issue is a box 
headed, ‘ ‘Leading Programs in Helena,’’ 
listing all programs heard in Helena 
which were mentioned five or more 
times by Helena listeners.

work programs dominate Helena recep- 
tion. Including a local news series 
sponsored by Texaco, there are only 
three local programs in this list. Others 
are a political speech by Jerry O’Connell 
and a transcription show, ‘‘Cecil and 
Sally.’’

Among the hour programs most heard, 
NBC and Columbia run about neck and 
neck, with NBC slightly in the lead.

Craven said that 
he “felt that grave questions of proce- 
dure involving undesirable control of the 
nation’s communication systems might 
be involved.”

KFEQ-Musicians 
Pact Hikes Pay 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 12.—Musicians’ 
Local 50 of the AFM scored a victory this 
week when it landed a contract with 
KFEQ. Agreement covers staff musicians 
and commercial broadcasts and provides 
that station musicians are to be paid 
$1.50 an hour for their accumulated 
broadcast time each week. Those on 
commercial programs now are being paid 
$3.50 an hour for broadcast time as a 
result of the contract, a big Jump over 
the former wage scale. 

The Zerbst Pharmacal Co., sponsor of 
@ one-hour Sabbath commercial, is now 
using Bernie Marnell’s Band, a union 
combo. AFM has removed the drug 
company from the unfair list. Local 50, 
branching out in its scope in the St. 
Joseph area, also began organizing Negro 
musicians. 

Negotiations with three other spots 
using non-union bands are under way. 


“Daily News” Blasts 
Radio Censorship 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12—The New 
York Daily News, noted for its out- 
spoken editorials, today published an 
exceptionally strong blast on radio 
censorship. News, which has the 
largest circulation in the United 
States, strongly criticized not only 
the FCC for sticking its face into cen- 
sorship, but also claimed newspapers, 
by shunning the subject, hastened 
the advent of governmental censor- 
ship. News said such censorship 
would hurt not only radio but even- 
tually all media, including news- 
papers. 

Editorial said “News of the FCC’s 
inch-worm sneak toward full govern- 
ment censorship” was almost blank- 
eted by elections news. Criticism was 
made because use of “flash” had been 
barred. Paper commented this seemed 
an attack on Walter Winchell. It also 
recalled FCC interference in the Mae 
mavest Beyond the Horizon and the Or- 
son Welles situations. Another com- 
ment was that newspapers wish radio 
ill, because of competition, and that 
radio was more effective for political 
oratory than newspapers. Better 
policing of radio channels is needed, 
the paper said, pointing out an exces- 
sive number of stations on certain 
‘wavelengths. 


tion. Other achievement was to abolish 
the old divisions which administered 
broadcasting, telephones and telegraphs. 
With this move the chairman caused full 
commission to preside over all types of 
cases, thus taking the more odorous fea- 
tures of broadcasting out of the exclu- 
sive administration of three commission- 
ers.

The majority has the stamp of one-man 
rule, and when McNinch was asked 
whether he would recommend a single 
administrator to regulate communica- 
tions there was an embarrassed pause. 
But McNinch concluded that for the 
FCC certainly there was too much work 
for one man. 


NAB Frowns on

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Attempt by 
Blackett-Sample-Hummert _to make a 
“public relations survey” determining 
which stations are getting advertising in 
newspapers, billboards and other promo. 
tional media for B-S-H programs re- 
sulted in a blast from the National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters this week. Sta- 
tions were “invited” to furnish the 
agency with material showing co-opera- 
tion. NAB claims this is nothing short 
of commercial coercion, and refuses to 
condone efforts to make its members ob- 
tain free publicity. 


B-S-H, in its letter to broadcasters, 
said it would select a network program 
each month and all stations carrying 
the show would be asked to furnish evi. 
dence of co-operation. B-S-H then pro-

ing now entailed. Chi local, it is be- 
lieved with the co-operation of San 
Prancisco, will attempt to have this mo- 
tion batted down on the ground that it 
would give the national too much power, 
claiming whoever controls the purse 
strings also controls the activities of 


Second major point, as far as Chicago 
is concerned, is for a reapportioning of 
national board members. Constitution 
calls for a total membership of 45. Pres- 
ent split gives New York 20, Los Angeles 
16, San Francisco 4 and Chicago 4. Chi 
delegates will insist on eight members 
on the board even if it means an upping 
of the original quota. Until recently the 
Chi local had only two national board 
representatives and pressure brought on 
the national netted them two more; but 
Chi outfit feels that for its size another 
four members will have to be added to 
bring it up to the proper ratio. 

Another main issue, of course, will be 
@ discussion of the impending deal with 
agencies on commercial rates. Opinion 
just prior to the opening of the current 
session was that a deadline would be 
definitely set and if the agencies did not 
settle by then a general walkout would 
ensue. As for the proposed scale drawn 
up by the New York local, it is expected 
that Coast locals will balk, insisting 
rates are too low proportionately to the 
“highs” paid in that sector. 


Group insurance will be a topic for 
consideration, and also ways and means 
of income. Membership fees are expected 
to be raised to care for this exigency. 
Chicago will be proposed as the scene 
for next year’s annual huddle. 


Tele Active; Report 
NBC Producing Film 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—An unusually 
active week insofar as television is con- 
cerned ended with the unconfirmed re- 
port that NBC is setting plans to pro- 
duce several films especially for its tele- 
vision programs, to start shortly. Tele- 
vision has been in the news considerably 
the past fortnight, starting off with 
RCA’s announcement of actual receiver 
production, followed by announcement 
from Zenith radio that it was still pre- 
mature. This week, Paramount grabbed 
off reams of free space when Stanton 
Griffis announced Paramount, thru its 
Dumont Lab subsid, was building a 
transmitter in Montclair, N. J., and pre- 
paring to sell receivers, with Paramount 
planning tele film production. 

Trade observers feel that the most 
important item in the announcements 
concerning production of receivers is not 
what the sets will sell for ($150 up), but 
what the actual number of sets to be 
produced is. Only with this info, being 
closely kept under the table, will it be 
possible to figure out how the interested 
companies feel tele will be receiyed and 
how good it actually is for the general 
public. 


NBC film report was that outsiders 
had been commissioned to produce sev- 
eral film shorts expressly for NBC tele- 
vision programs. This may have con- 
siderable bearing later on on the num- 
ber of acts employed by the new enter- 
tainment form. Obviously, films will 
have to be used to a great extent, but 
special tele film production may cut 
down act employment. Too early to tell 
authoritatively yet. Advantages of film, 
to telecasters are that shipment to vari- 
ous tele centers is easy, repeats are 
enabled and production difficulties still 
holding down studio extent of tele are 
overcome thru the wider range of the 
picture camera.

Peter Krug, chief announcer of WEBR, 
reads letters sent in by families or 
friends. Letters set up a dramatic atmos- 
phere around the tragic circumstances 
of husbands who deserted families, boys 
and girls who left home because of mis- 
understandings, etc. A short dramatiza- 
tion of one of these cases should cer- 
tainly be done. Also, the extremely mor- 
bid musical theme, which pops up ever 
so often, might be changed to something 
a little more warm and human. 

It would be far more correct if the 
program were billed as Glickstein’s 
Jewelry Stores sponsored by Missing 
Persons, for there are 50 many commer- 
cials that the program ap a hoax 
rather than a benevolent institution. 
Commercials are not only distasteful to 
the listener by their super-abundance, 


but also by their bluntness. For in- 
stance, listeners are requested to send 
in the exact description of the person 
they are missing or else to bring it to 
one of the Glickstein Stores personally. 
In doing so, they are told, they are not 
obligated to buy anything at the time, of 
course. The very fact that the “no ob- 
ligation” is mentioned at all incites 
doubt and suspicion on the part of the 
listener, and therefore makes the rest 
of the show appear like a hypocritical 
farce.

excess of $400,000, despite increased or-

Municipal concerts have been re- 
vived, with many public park band con- 
certs given during the past summer for 
the first time in 10 years, thus creating 
employment for hundreds of members. A 
five-day week with no pay reduction was 
effected in all Class A radio stations, and 
the executive board at present is work- 
ing on the establishment of a six-day 
week at the same wage scale for all the- 
aters, hotels and night clubs. 

Union scale and additional employment 
weeks were secured from the Philhar- 
monic Symphony Society and Metro- 
politan.

INCE breaking away from two-piano 
work, Baum has styled his ork in a 
similar vein to his high type of pianol- 
with the result that the band is a 
natural for the smart rendezvous of the 
social set, attracting the Park avenue 
crowd to this glittering haunt of the 
400. Band is geared for quiet, reserved 
dancing and listening that society favors 
and gives the clientele just what it 
wants and expects. 

Make-up is four violins doubling on 
sax and clarinet, trumpet, bass, drums 
and two pianos, Baum leading from one. 
Second piano also doubles on accordion. 
Fiddles are prominent on Viennese 
waltzes, of which there are many during 
the evening, with the switch to the 
reeds On current pops and musical com- 
edy tunes.

RGANIZED six months ago, Krupa’s 

combo is fast rounding into form. 
While he dominates the band’s every 
offering with his flashy and colorful 
cavortings on drums, Krupa does make 
a concession in occupying the conven- 
tional back seat for skin-beaters. In- 
strumentation includes four sax, three 
trumpets, three trombones, guitar, bass, 
piano and drums, with emphasis on the 
latter. 

An enthusiastic worker, Krupa occa- 
sionally overdoes his handling of the 
hides, at the same time exhibiting an 
amazing variety of facial grimaces and 
jaw contortions which register negative- 
ly on the other side of the band stand.

Seeking no 
distinction of style, picking his way 
among all types of tunes, his dance toot- 
ing measures up to demands of all types 
of dancers. Sounding slick on the 
: ’ stuff, using mostly broken 
stocks, he dishes out the current faves, 
waltzes and rumbas with equal forte, 
which appears to be sound procedure for 
maximum audience appeal. 

For those geared to jam, the lead men, 
topped by trombonist Jerry Borshard, 
who whips Hampton-styled vibes, make 
up a barrelhouse gang to beat up the 
standard get-off songs. Jam gang is 
labeled Light Brigade, a tag that has 


merchandising qualities. Full comple- 
ment of the band includes four sax, 
three brass and four rhythm. A sweet 
potato trio, sax boys playing ocarinas, 
makes for a refreshing variation in their 
straight up-and-down playing. 

Light, who goes for relaxation in a 
gracious manner on fronting, inserts 
plenty of novelty selections into the 
dance sets, making another welcome 
change of pace, and even does a boy- 
belle lick with vocalist Peggy Mann. Gal 
is pert, portly inclined and has no trou- 
ble wrapping her pipes around a rhyth- 
mic compo to make it a sellable package. 
George Hines, who ties up the selections 
with electric guitar slides, steps to the 
mike for the softer songs with voice 
that brushes against fem ears the right 


way. Smith Howard, drummer, also 
comes in for singing assignments.

(Reviewed at Merry Garden Ballroom, 
Chicago) 


N? stranger to this music biz, Agnew 
is a graduate of the old Dell Lampe 
outfit and skipper of his own crew since 
1930, garnering a stable rep thru the 
years. His dance-band philosophy is to 
get into a groove with the hoofers, giv- 
ing them just what they want at the 
moment without aligning himself com- 
pletely with any particular cycle. 

Maestro definitely accomplishes what 
he has set out to do, with a flexible four 
brass, four sax and three rhythm combo. 
Two tenor saxes double on sliphorns, 
giving a six-brass section on some ar- 
rangements, and Agnew alternates on 
the trumpet, vibra-harp and xylophone. 
Resulting effect is an ork with a well- 
rounded and full set of tonal qualities. 
Some of the stuff dispensed is right up 
the swing groove, but plenty of sweet 
and off-the-cob rhythms are standard 
with this band. 


Betty Trolan and Don Allen check off 
all the vocal pipings, the former doing 
a smart job with a clean, deep tone and 
excellent enunciation. Allen’s work is 
on the okeh side, too, with a personality 
that doubles his assets. Aggregation 
makes a good appearance, lads all 
dressed in gray suits, and all appear to 
have taken a course in how-to-be-the- 
life-of-the-party.

Diamond points to equality 
of availability with S-B—

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Lou Diamond, 
head of Paramount Pictures’ music in- 
terests, hopes to have Famous Music’s 
ASCAP rating upped considerably at the 
next quarterly meeting of the Society 
and intends pointing to a breakdown of 
comparative performance of his firm 
and Shapiro, Bernstein to achieve that 
end. Famous’ availability classification 
is now 200 points, as against 500 for 
8-B. In raising it 25 points at a time 
to reach the 200 mark, Diamond has 
continually referred to the wide discrep- 
ancy in performance but equality of 
rating between his firm and those of 
Ager, Yellen & Bornstein and the erst- 
while Donaldson, Douglas & Gumble. At 
last spring’s ASCAP meet Louis Bern- 
stein, S-B head, demanded to know why 
Diamond always “picked on” these firms 
and why he didn’t start on S-B. 

Taking him up on it, Diamond dis- 
covered, in checking 1936 records, that 
8-B was credited with a total of 385 
songs performed on the air during that 
year, compared to 358 for Famous. Dia- 
mond contends that a difference of only 
27 songs isn’t reconciliable to a diver-~ 
gence of 300 points in rating and plans 
to use that as the basis of his plea for 
substantially increased classification. 

Diamond is not looking around for 
another catalog to replace that he al- 
most had when Archie Fletcher put an 
end to the Famous-Joe Morris negotia- 
tions by buying out Morris, his partner 
for 25 years. Diamond would like to 
bolster the seniority of Paramount 
Music, Famous subsid, thru the acquisi- 
tion of an older catalog. At present 
Paramount Music’s rating as regards 
seniority in ASCAP nets the firm only 
$12.50 quarterly. Diamond is not on the 
lookout for a catalog of the Morris type, 
but if a business proposition presents 
itself Famous’ chief would readily con- 
sider it.

Engel interested the Warners to 
the extent of spending $1,200 for an ex- 
periment involving the setting up of 
music racks, laying out advertising mats, 
etc., but complete operation of such a 
music clearing house as Engel plans 
must have the co-operation of a great 
majority of leading pubs to be effective.

and has given rise to the trade opinion 
that promoter-producers are doomed to 
extinction or positions as figure-heads 
for picture monopolies. It has yet to 
be worked out in detail, however, and 
has not as yet been accepted by the DG’s 
own executive board, Broadway man- 
agers or Hollywood offices, all of whom 
are mulling over it. ' 

As mulled over by Sidney R. Fleischer, 
Guild attorney; Jacob Wilk, of Warners, 
and John F. Wharton, of Selznick- 
International, the new agreement would 
enable the picture company to buy a 
play’s film rights before it is produced 
on Broadway, paying a fixed sum, part 
of which to be put on the line imme- 
diately, plus a percentage of the box- 
office take thruout the run of the show 
in addition to the present royalty ar- 
rangement. In order to avoid cutting 
run of play so as to dodge double royalty 
payments, Guild will set up a minimum 
run which will be rated on proceeds. 

Early reaction to double royalties and 
minimum-run stipulations figured ac- 
tors would take the rap, because added 
payments would cut in on profits by 
increasing the nut and so force shows 
to close weeks earlier than normal, thus 
reducing actors’ employment. Paul Dull- 
zell, executive secretary of Actors’ 
Equity, ‘however, claims that the new 
arrangement would increase productions 
and so more than make up in salaries 
and employment (thanks to Equity’s 
two-week minimum) any losses sus- 
tained by players as a group. 

Independent producers object to dis- 
posal of film rights before Broadway 
tests and maintain that the financial 
advantage of the picture companies, 
which can outbid them at the early auc- 
tion, will reap the benefits of indie’s 
legit promotion and exploitation. Limi- 
tation on lapse of time between Broad- 
way showings and picture distribution 
is being requested to avoid simultaneous 
runs. 

Details now being drawn up will cover 
price range, royalty percentages, radio 
rights and road tours.

From Out Front

iasm is a sufficient excuse for breaking out of one's own bailiwick, this 
wines an wane afield for a week, giving three enthusiastic cheers for the 
intermission comments of Deems Taylor on the Philharmonic broadcasts Sunday 
afternoons over CBS. They are among most intelligent things that have ever come 
over the air. 

Taylor is fighting hard to divorce music from any taint of politics. That, on 
the noe of it, yo conn a bit like tilting at a windmill—but the windmill is 
actually very much alive and very forbidding. It expresses itself not only in insane 
surface manfestations such as the banning of Sibelius’ Finlandia by the lberty- 
loving Soviet commissars, but in the fundamental musical approach of millions of 
benighted cultists who are wafted on by prevailing winds of social, economic and 
political fanaticism. More than that, it affects the fundamental approach to all 
the arts. . 

Last Sunday (6) Taylor, reading a letter from one of his critics, displayed the 
innocent-seeming depths to which such an attitude is even now carrying any 
number of people—in their approach to the drama and all other arts, as well as to 
music. The letter insisted on political (or descriptive—or “program”) connotations, 
citing La Marseillaise, the International, the banning of Finlandia, the ridiculous 
Napoleonic interpretation of Beethoven's Fifth Symphony, and various other cases 
that were naively thought by the writer to be in point. The letter seemed harmless 
enough on the surface—tho painfully fallacious—but it is the first step leading 
toward things like an editorial, also read by Taylor, which appeared during the 
First World War and screamed about the subversive and insidiously pernicious 
qualities of all German music, including Beethoven, Brahms and everybody else. 
Political or even “program” connotations constitute a real danger—and represent 
a silly, unseeing, entirely untenable attityide, a boob’s approach toward an art. 


Taylor scuttled his critic masterfully. The political implication in the 
Marseillaise, he pointed out, is in its words, not its music; if you heard the tune 
for the first time, without knowing the words, it would appear merely a stirring 
march. As for the International, if it were heard for the first time without its 
words, it would seem merely dull—an opinion I heartily share. The Finlandia 
banning, he said, was a ruling against the title and its connotations, not against 
the music. And to dispose of the silly claim centering around Beethoven's Fifth 
he merely cited all the different interpretations of the piece that have been offered, 


Yet the danger of such shallow and superimposed interpretations, the danger 
that the attitude toward music itself will be affected by them, is great. Taylor is 
doing yeoman service not only for music but for all the arts, for it is a danger that, 
in differing ways and degrees, threatens them all. As Taylor said, if music is good— 
we can get from it the emotion that inspired it—but we cannot get the events or 
conditions or scenes or thoughts that caused the emotion. Other arts may be lower 
(or less purely emotional) than music, but, fundamentally at least, the same thing 
holds true for them all. 


So long as we’re in an alien bailiwick, we may as well take the opportunity 
to bow in appreciation of Barbirclli, the Philharmonic’s conductor. He’s not the 
greatest conductor in the world, by any means, but his performances have verve 
and sincerity; the music comes alive beneath his baton. No matter how we may 
disagree with some of his interpretations, at least they do possess the magic of 
vitality—and at least they are infinitely better than the honky-tonk boob-startling 
of Toscanini, his predecessor on the Philharmonic podium. 


Speaking of Toscanini, at long last it seems that a music “critic” has discovered 
that perhaps there’s a slight difference between Arturo and God. The commentator in 
question is William G. King, of The Sun, and his springboard is the Italian's 
atrocious mutilation of Tschaikowsky’s Pathetique, one of the loveliest pieces of 
music ever written, a limpid well of sound in which each man may find his own 
sorrow mirrored. King suggested that, after all, Toscanini might not be absolute 
perfection, spurred on by a fine letter from a reader in which the horrible inter- 
pretation of the Pathetique was ripped apart. ~ 


It is, as a matter of fact, bumptious insolence for a mere showman of Toscanini’s 
stamp even to attempt the Tschaikowsky piece—which may be the reason he hasn't 
played it in so many years. It represents the opposite pole from his coldly theatrical 
technique of musical chiaroscuro, which changes everything beneath his baton into 
a series of shallow intellectualizations and florid but emotionless effects. Certainly 
it is time—arid more than time—for the Toscanini myth to be punctured. Except 
in the arid intellectual deserts of Wagner (which hold as much relationship to 
real—or emotional—music as the intellectual exercise of the “well-made” play held 
to real drama), Toscanini is like a circus parade that has lost its way. He is always 
a master of shallow, surface showmanship—but he has no relationship with his 
surroundings. He merely imposes his showy tinsel upon the beauties that he 
desecrates, and litters his camping places with refuse from his Juggler’s bag-of-tricks, 

Interpreting the cold, intellectual, built-up abortions of Wagner, he is on 
congenial ground and does an intellectually stimulating job; the result is neither 
emotional nor essentially musical, but it is showy. Aside from that, however, noth- 
ing. At his best, his supercilious intellectualizations skip along the surfaces of 
music, robbing it of its emotional content and turning even the greatest beauty 
into a mere exercise in musical agility. At his worst, he sounds like a German band 
gone suddenly crazy. ‘ 

It is this last quality that has probably endeared him to the thousands of 
“music-lovers” who flock to concerts because it is the smart or tasteful or cultured 
thing to do. They hear Toscanini blaring the bejeezis out of musical beauty, and 
fondly imagine themselves where they’d really rather be—at the Radio City Music 


Moss Enters 
Ticket Scene; 


Brokers Wait 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Associated The- 
ater Ticket Agencies, Inc., dissatisfied 
with operation of the code and stymied 
at the moment in attempts to gain re- 
quested revisions, decided at a meeting 
last night to make written protests to 
the League, to gather enough evidence 
to protect themselves in any future liti- 
gation and to go ahead negotiating buys 
with independent producers. It is stated 
that one such buy is on the way already 
for George Abbott’s Boys From Syracuse. 
Meanwhile License Commissioner Paul 
Moss and-City Councilman Harold Spell- 
man are planning price-fixing legislation 
regulating ticket speculation. 

In line with its new policy of every- 
thing in writing, the brokers are re- 
questing a report from Actors’ Equity on 
the findings which a subcommittee was 
supposed to have given to Equity’s exec- 
utive committee yesterday. When asked 
abeut Equity’s disposition, however, 
Paul Dullizell, executive secretary, re- 
plied: “I have not asked for a report 
from Edward Fielding, chairman of the 
code committee.” 

Commissioner Moss has already con- 
ferred with representative of the League 
of New York Theaters, Councilman 
Spellman and Nathan Lieberman on his 
proposed legislative measure, confident 
that despite a U. S. Supreme Court deci- 
sion, 1933, involving the Tyson Agency, 
against price-fixing regulation for tick- 
ets, his law will hold water, since the 
courts today are amenable to laws “in- 
fused with public interest.” He expects 
full co-operation of the council, too, 
thru his plea that ticket speculation is 
@ menace to public policy and a destruc- 
tive factor in a struggling industry. 

Lieberman promised the commissioner 
his body would fight the law thru to 
the Supreme Court again if need be on 
the added premise ‘that the city cannot 
exercise control over State licensees. 
Under the General Business statutes of 
New York State, ticket brokers are li- 
censed at $200, plus a $1,000 bond. 


Viennese Theater Planned 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12. — American 
equivalent of the Viennese Kleinkunst- 
buehne, co-operative stage project which 
lost its identity simultaneously with 
eclipse of Austria by Germany, is under 
way here. Called the Refugee Artists’

Paucity of good road shows 
leads ATC to concentrate 
on audiences, not product 
e 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—As a result of 
disappointing returns from its survey as 
to number and quality of plays avail- 
able for road distribution, the American 
Theater Council has changed its course 
of action and will attack the road revival 
program from the audience angle in- 
stead of from that of production, via a 
weekly bulletin promotion device. It 
has also decided to act upon the sugges- 
tion of co-operation with the motion 
picture industry for mutual benefits, as 
projected by Paul Dullzell, exec secre- 
tary of Actors’ Equity. In addition, the 
ATC indorsed continuance of Antoinette 
Perry’s auditions for young players and 
Brock Pemberton’s plea for prompt cur- 
tains. 

Of 40 questionnaires sent out to pro- 

ducers, replies from a dozen who could 
offer road shows did not net enough 
acceptable plays to warrant ATC in- 
dorsement. James F. Reilly, secretary, 
therefore urged the group to shift to 
the alternative of building audiences for 
the road companies which the independ- 
ent producers were contemplating any- 
way. The weekly bulletin, to prepare 
the way for advance men, was author- 
ized. 
Discussion of co-operation with pic- 
ture industry divided itself into two ap- 
proaches. One resulted in a resolution 
for a permanent committee to meet with 
film representatives and so present a 
united front, aiding conditions in both 
industries and improving co-operation 
between the two groups. The second 
revolved about the more immediate 
problem of attracting Hollywood subsi- 
dies and entailed joining current nego- 
tiations between the Dramatists’ Guild 
and picture producers to revise the 
playwright’s basic agreement. Lest such 
a gesture be suspected of promoting the 
selfish ends of the managers, Equity 
fronted the proposal, but that phase 
will be held in abeyance pending the 
outcome of the now-being-worked-out 
contract between the Guild and film 
companies. 

Upon hearing the report on Miss 
Perry's auditions, the board acted to 
continue the project this year. Response 
of written applications, which are now 
necessary to get into the auditions and 
which followed announcements in the 
dailies four days ago, has surpassed last 
year’s records. Auditions will be delayed, 
however, pending cross filing and sort- 
ing of applications. Process has revealed 
duplications, with some kids who were 
heard last year trying to squeeze in this 
year under different names. Weeding is 
how going on. 

The council also indorsed Brock Pem- 
berton’s plan for educating the public 
© prompt curtain schedules by accuracy 
and honesty in theater ads. He also 
suggested that whenever possible late- 
comers should not be seated until after 
the first scene.

remained to hear the rest of the smok- 
ing-car song and story. But arrive at 
no conclusion that The Boys From Syra- 
cuse will offend. So cleverly is it ail 
done that even the most puritanical of 
Bostonians went forth shouting its 
praises and chortling over its thinly 
disguised bawdyism. 

If your classics are a bit hazy it might 
be well to recount the story itself. To 
the ancient city of Ephesus comes 
Antipholus of Syracuse with his servant 
Dromio searching for a brother lost in 
a storm when both were infants. Anti- 
Pholus of Ephesus, also provided with 
a Dromio, is somewhat of a rounder; and 
his wife, Adriana, mistakes the visiting 
brother for her husband with complica- 
tions. The brother from Syracuse 
meanwhile falls madly in love with 
Adriana’s sister, who likewise falls—and 
hard—but who cannot attune her con- 
science to flirting with her supposed 
brother-in-law. The Dromios play hide 
and seek with one another and their 
masters, and it requires much explain- 
ing before the two brothers Antipholus 
and the twin Dromios get together 
and all is well. Finally they do so 
and free their aged father from the 
danger of being beheaded, while in the 
seeress of the temple they discover their 
long-lost mother. Most important of all, 
they then pair off with the right ladies 
of Ephesus. 

The Rodgers and Hart songs _ will

Together they plot his recall, getting 
nowhere with mayhem and attempted 
shootings. The net result, as a matte? of 
fact, is that Goodhue becomes a Russian 
national hero and is forced to stand for 
two weeks in Red Square while the 
gamboling Moscovites cavort in his 
honor. Finally, however, Thomas hits on 
a plan; instead of setting out to:do 
wrong, supposing poor Goodhue sets put 
to do right; supposing he gives ven* to 
his naive but surging American idealism; 
supposing he presents a plan to end all: 
wars and make all nations brothers. They 


try it out, and the result is as expected. 
Goodhue is recalled. 

In outline it sounds bright and amus- 
ing; in performance it is something less 
than that. Slick, polished and opulent, 
it is a good show according to every 
standard of the regular Broadway mu- 
sical; but customers who have been 
treated to a Knickerbocker Holiday this 
season may be forgiven for wanting more 
than the Broadway variety of suavity, or 
the Shubert alley version of eclat. 

The name of the piece, by the way, is 
Leave It to Me!, and it was presented by 
Vinton Preedley Wednesday night at the 
Imperial Theater. William Gaxton and 
Victor Moore, who will always be Winter- 
green and Throttlebottom to anyone who 
saw Of Thee I Sing, head a cast that 
also contains Sophie Tucker and Tamara. 
Cole Porter wrote catchy, excellent, 
hummable music for it that will 
presently be deluging the airwaves and, 
of course, also contributed his own 
lyrics. In most instances they are 
smooth, bright and amusing; in one or 
two cases they threaten brilliance and in 
one or two others they achieve banality. 

As for the book, it is good enough and a 
bit better than good enough—but it pre- 
sents definite drawbacks. Adapted by 
Samuel and Bella Spewack from their 
own play, Clear All Wires, it occasionally 
grows too dull for its own music, occa- 
sionally trips over its own toes, and never 
makes full or even adequate use of its 
splendidly ironic basic idea. As a matter 
of fact, it seems to go out of its way 
to emphasize the animosities and preju- 
dices and hates of the audience, despite 
the fact that its idea gives it a fine 
chance for cleansing and intelligent 
satire. Also, neither the gags nor the ac- 
tion are particularly funny, their humor 
beiny contributed by the performers 
rather than the authors. 

The performers are all right, with 
Moore emerging as practically the whole 
show. The role of Goodhue gives full 
play to his wistful and pathetic comedy, 
and that’s all he asks—or needs, He is, 
as usual, terrific, and he is ably abetted 
by Gaxton, who ought to serve as & 
model for the spirit of musical comedy, 
and who does fine work thruout 
as Thomas, lifting the pace, pointing up 
the gags and selling songs and lyrics. 
Miss Tucker performs in her usual man- 
ner as Mrs. Goodhue, getting a full share 
of the better songs and selling them to 
the complete satisfaction of her nu- 
merous parishioners. Tamara provides 
the love interest for Gaxton, a ravish- 
ingly lovely love interest except when 
she’s called upon to sing. Meshed in 
the discursive intricacies of the Spe- 
wacks’ plot is a peculiarly unattractive 
young woman named Mary Martin, who 
enacts a high-class strumpet doing @ 
strip-tease in the wilds of Siberia and 
who also intones numbers in three sepa- 
rate and distinct voices—tho whether this 
vocal quick-change-artistry is intentional 
is a matter open to question. A quintet 
of capable young ladies dances effectively 
as the five Goodhue daughters, and @ 
sextet of just as capable young men 
dances with them. The chorus is also 
talented, showing off excellently under 
the always effective direction of Robert 
Alton. 

Albert Johnson designed some colorful 
settings, and Raoul Pene du Bois had 
several bad dreams which eventually 
emerged as costume designs. 

It’s a thoroly amusing show, as Broad- 
way musicals go, and it will undoubtedly 
have a long run—but one shudders to 
think of what it would have been like 
without Moore. It is smooth, suave, slick 
and enjoyable—but this reporter would 
swap it and two dozen like it for a single 
Knickerbocker Holiday—and even then 
he’d figure he’d done the other guy an 
injustice. 
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Musicians’ 6-Day Week in N. Y. 


Causes Day 
AFA Insists on 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—In local night 
clubs that are abiding by the six-day- 
week ruling pushed thru by the local 
musicians’ union for bandsmen, business 
conditions have hecessitated, in some 
cases, closing down for one night, and 
performers are squawking that one day’s 
pay will be shaved from their salary. 

American Federation of Actors is tak- 
ing the position that acts are contracted 
for the week and as such is going to 
insist that its members receive full sal- 
ary. New AFA contracts now define the 
working week as “six or seven days,” 
depending on whether or not the club 
closes down for one night. AFA is not 
opposed to performers working seven 
days a week but feels that acts working 
in New York clubs all year round are in 
danger of losing one-seventh of their 
income due to a ruling with which they 
had nothing to do. 

Harry Calkins, AFA organizer, says his 
organization will not permit lowering of 
the minimum salary figures in spots 
where the show, as well as the band, 
takes a day off. He says salaries are low 
enough now without further cutting. 

AFA is picketing the B. & B. Nut Club, 
Brooklyn, where union musicians are on 
a six-day schedule. Calkins says dis- 
agreement over a six-day week for per- 
formers has been holding up signing of 
an AFA agreement there. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—American Feder- 
ation of Actors here signed four more 
night spots, Harry’s New York Cabaret 
coming in after a brief picketing cam- 
paign conducted in front of the club. 
Other newcomers are Club Alabam, Rose 
Bowl and Gay 90s. 

While the drive for other spots is 
being continued, the agents and bookers 
are being solicited to sign AFA fran- 
chises. Offices joining the actors’ union 
forces will agree to use only AFA acts 
in good standing after December 1. 
Meetings with the local acts and bookers 
will be held in a couple of weeks when 
Executive Secretary Ralph Whitehead 
will come in to take charge.

NEW YORK Nov. 12.—American Fed- 
eration of Actors views with suspicion 
the proposed personal representation 
contracts which members of the Asso- 
ciated Entertainment Directors of New 
York have distributed among perform- 
ers. Bill Robbins, secretary of the club 
bookers group, reports, however, that 
the forms have not as yet been officially 
adopted. 

Contract binds performers to a single 
agent, forbidding them to accept book- 
ings from others without the approval 
of their representative. Such approval 
would be granted, bookers promise, 
where acts maintain salary minimum 
scale set for them by their own agent. 
Representative will not claim commis- 
sion on jobs obtained thru other book- 
ers. However, there is no guarantee to 
the performers along lines of minimum 
number of jobs or salary. Instead, there 
is a cancellation clause which will en- 
able act to break contract if agent does 
not provide “employment for a consecu- 
tive 60-day period.”

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—Balaban & Katz 
Corporation, local theater chain, will 
reopen the State-Lake Theater Christ- 
mas week with a stage and screen policy. 
House, relinquished by Jones, Linick &

has been abandoned.

N. Y. Grosses Down; Central Park 


Casino Folds; 3 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—With night club 
business hitting a steady decline the past 
few weeks, the local night club scene 
recorded its first important casualty with 
the folding of the Central Park Casino, 
society spot, which lived and died in less 
than a month. Sidney Solomon, who op- 
erated the Casino during its halcyon 
days when it was really in Central Park, 
opened this place in the hope of cashing 
in on its past reputation. He bowed out 
two weeks ago and the other partners 
shut the doors last Tuesday. Dave Apol- 
lon also bowed out of the Club Casa- 
nova with a $26,000 loss. 


Business generally, on Broadway, 52d 
street and the East Side spots, with the 
exception of the Casa Manana, has hit 
bottom and the owners are placing most 
of their faith in the Saturday football 
crowds. La Conga, one of last year’s most 
successful cabarets, has been doing poor 
business this year and there is a possi- 
bility_that Bobby Martyn will bring in 
Pancho and his Cuban band to help 
bolster up the receipts. 

Most of the spots, including hotel 
rooms, are trying all sorts of business 
lures to catch the Sunday night trade. 
Many are running Sunday celebrity 
nights (mostly cuffo). 

The opening of the Hollywood Restau- 
rant is still a Broadway mystery. With a 
half-dozen postponements to its credit,

the latest opening date is set for Novetaber 

17, but it is extremely doubtful that it 
will open even then. Besides partner 
trouble, the Hollywood has also beem set 
back by local building inspectors. ‘The 
owners of the Hollywood have alr2ady 
spent $95,000 altering the spot and, by 
the time things are finished, it is 
expected to cost another $25,000. M2an- 
time the show is being rehearsed and 
the chorus girls are still on the yPay 
roll at half salary, with the other ‘nalf 
to come when the place opens.

Cabaret license lifted on 
pick-up charge—hostesses 
endanger liquor license 

® 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12. — Local night 
club owners are having plenty of cause 
for concern these days, what with the 
police department tightening up regu- 
lations and handing out cabaret license 
suspensions for mixing and other viola- 
tions. The International Casino and 
NTG’s Midnight Sun one-day suspension 
last week for nudity and mixing brought 
to light a 10-day suspension of the Man 
About Town Cafe, which ended Novem- 
ber 3. 


Two weeks prior to the suspension, it 
was alleged, two plainclothes detectives 
“patronized” the Man About Town, eyed 
two girls and invited them to their 
table. As the story goes, the two dicks 
palmed the girls with a $50 bill and 
were told to meet them outside at a 
given hour. 


When the girls met the plainclothes- 
ers, they revealed themselves as detec- 
tives and walked into the cafe and 
pulled the license from the wall. Case 
was subsequently taken to Magistrate’s 
Court, and Eugene Reiss, owner of the 
spot, denied the girls were in his em- 
ploy and that they were merely custom- 
ers hanging around and was unaware of 
their motives. The law, however, upheld 
the detectives, who charged the girls 
were hostesses on the pay roll, and the 
cabaret license was revoked for 10 days, 
during which time no entertainment 
was permitted, the club getting along 
with just a radio. 

Because of this, night club owners are 
living in daily fear of revocation of 
liquor and cabaret licenses. Spot owners 
who don’t employ hostesses claim that 
girls come into night clubs to make 
pick-ups and that they (owners) have 
no control over the girls’ actions. One 
looks aS pure as another, they claim, 
and if any attempts were made to chase 
them they might pick on the wrong girl 
and become involved with a lawsuit, to 
say nothing of the loss of business. 
Either way, the operators fear, they are 
on the spot. The law, it is felt, is con- 
tradictory, since the liquor license issued 
by the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board 
permits mixing, and the cabaret license 
dispensed by the police department pro- 
hibits it. The owners are still waiting 
for a clarification. 

And from the performers’ angle, they 
claim that strict tightening of regula- 
tions may hurt their livelihood, as well 
as prohibiting them from sitting at the 
tables of friends, relatives and agents. 
Many female performers are known to 
exist on the “gratuities” of male pa- 
trons, in both food and tips. But both 
performers and owners feel that this 
rash of law and order is just a flurry 
that happens before and after elections 
and then dies down; or so they hope. 

At the same time, another night spot, 
the El Toreador, lost its liquor license 
last week on the grounds that hostesses 
forced customers to buy drinks, which 
were sometimes sold after hours, and 
that gambling was going on in the place. 
The State Liquor Authority, which re- 
voked the license, did not state when 
and if the suspension would be re- 
scinded. .

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Jack Lynch’s Walton Roof,

Joe E. Lewis, in his rarest form, tops 
a fast show at Lynch’s nitery atop the 
Walton Hotel. 


The comedian, already here for four 
weeks, may stay here until the Christ- 
mas season. Show opens with the usual 
fanfare by Jeno Donath’s Orchestra and 
an overture of Rimsky-Korsakow com- 
positions. Altho Donath’s crew, com- 
posed of excellent musicians, plays the 
classics well, it seems a bit out of 
place in a show paced by the screw- 
ball humor of Lewis. 


Joe acting as emsee keeps the layout 
moving at a fast clip by his dead-pan 
ad libbing, which on night caught was 
excellent. Never pulling the same rou- 
tine twice in succession, he’s built up 
a following which hits the spot fre- 
quently without being bored with stale 
jokes. 


Terry Lawlor, titian-haired colleen 
with good pipes, uses just a bit too much 
mugging. She sings Fall in Love, 
Change Partners (excellently done) anda 
rumba medley and A-Tisket A-Tasket. 
Encores with Old Man Mose but spoils it 
with too much screaming. The capacity 
crowd liked her, however, and wanted 
plenty more. 

Kay, Katya and Kay, two men and a 
girl, do a waltz, a fox trot and a rumba. 
Capable but not sensational. Their 
routines lack originality. 

The Three Wiles are young steppers 
whose only fault is that their act is

all too brief. The lads come out in a 
couple of fast and original dances.

After several weeks of Raymond Scott, 
his quintet and his inimitable music 
Frank Cerutti’s attractive East Side 
bistro has returned to more conven- 
tional and therefore more enervating 
entertainment. 

By the peculiar chance that sometimes 
governs such things, the outstanding 
attraction belongs to a breed that 
normally is lost in the shuffle of night 
club divertissement, a relief band. In 
this case George Edmund and his crew 
of six, with a brand of rhythm that is 
surprisingly good, hurdle the barrier of 
comparative nitery obscurity to turn in 
a job that tops the headliners here. 

Vivian Vance, late of Ed Wynn's 
Hooray for What, and Bill Brady, of the 
sereen’s New Faces, are practically the 
whole show, principally because nobody 
else is in it with the exception of Vir- 
ginia MacNaughton, who emsees, and 
Harry Horton, who continues to hold 
down the stellar spot on the band stand. 
Miss Vance is one of those blow hot-blow 
cold performers who can do a number 
exceptionally well and then follow with 
a startlingly bad display of vocal and 
facial pyrotechnics. Two Sleepy People 
was sung admirably, and Down With 
Love couldn’t have been improved upon, 
but At Long Last Love and I Get a 
Kick Out of You were slightly miserable. 

Brady combines a nice appearance 
with a good enough voice, but there are 
any number of such combinations 
around that aren’t getting the benefit 
of being displayed on a night club floor. 
Standing out from the several pop tunes 
was a semi-classical, Come Back to Sor- 
rento, sung in the original Italian lyric. 

Miss MacNaughton, who danced at this 
spot for many months last season, con- 
fines her activities to her role of mis- 
tress of ceremonies, due to the necessity 
of recuperating from a broken ankle 
sustained last spring while auditioning 
at Leon and Eddie's. 

Horton’s music seems to be perennial 
here, but to us it is all Edmund at bow 
moment. He lends the current 
ings their one touch of sparkle.

Empire Room, Palmer

Youth is behind the reins of the 
new bill in this ace hostelry. And a 
brand of youth fortunately that dis- 
plays an abundance of talent. Graced 
with the refreshing work of Merriel Ab- 
bott’s spirited line and the versatile 
support of Orrin Tucker’s Band and 
his cohorts, the fare is as palatable as 
many a preceding show. 

Tucker, a handsome band leader who 
skyrocketed to the top here the last 
year with a notable organization of musi- 
cians and.singers, takes competent charge 
of the evening’s divertissement.

their stores with women’s Christian 
names. Last names, even of the “Mme. 
Rabinowitz” variety, seem practically 
barred. 

The remainder of the spots from 40th 
to 53d streets, east and west sides, are 
divided among the 25 other business 
varieties, eight of which are alone in 
their class. There is but one “auction” 
at the moment, one “science” shop, a 
florist, a bookstore (so they can read, 
huh?), an Oriental rug outlet, a West- 
ern Union office, a single pawn shop 
(plenty more in the side streets) and a 
5 and 10 facade. 

More frequent are sweet shops (7), 
cut-rate linen markets (2), newsstands 
(8) and jewelry stores (11), where dia- 
monds range in price from 50 cents to 
whatever is in the customers’ pcckets. 
There is a quartet of hasty-photog pro- 
jectionists and two each of banks (re- 
member?), likker stores and newspaper 
advertising offices. 

Two more taxi dance halls have taken 
root on the canyon since the last check- 
up, while four theater ticket brokers 
hold on to their vantage posts. 

What with the several chains and a 
few adventurous independents, there are 
nine cigar stores and eight drug (?) 
stores. The three sportland-arcades are, 
with the exception of chess and shooting 
galleries, wholly mechanized. 

Since last surveyed the alley has added 
a third clock to its total, but the Para- 
mount’s timepiece is still tops. The sub- 
terranean characteristic of existing bar- 
ber shops and many of the night clubs 
in part accounts for the acute scarcity 
of girlie-girlie pictures as a rubberneck 
draw. The Gaiety, burly house, and the 
international Casino remain the two 
greatest users of the bare-lass method. 

It may be called Theater Street, but 
the Stem has only 17 theaters—three 
vaudefilm houses, two legiters, a lonely 
burly (sanctified version), nine flicker 
purveyors—(none of cathedral propor- 
tions) and two news-reelers. Some are 
dark, 

As for empties, there are 12 vacancies 
at street level and six blank elevated 
advertising boards. Anybody want a 
swell location for a haberdashery?

We're particularly peeved about ex- 
ploitation’s abuse and misuse because 


we have seen with alarming regularity, 


men throw away their firms’ dough 
with schemes that they know will not 
work; 
possible to audit as to direct results and 
that have the effect of making it tougher 


for the man who really has something to 


sell and knows how to sell it. The 
public is awfully stupid and tractable 
on matters of amusements; it can take 
a lot of abuse. But there is a limit even 
to the credulity and patience of a good- 
natured but not highly intelligent mass 
of humankind.

“Original” Boat 


Hits Log, Sinks 


Performers, crew escape 
without injury but lose be- 


longings—to rebuild craft 


& 

WILLIAMSTON, N. C., Nov. 12.— 
Original Floating Theater, owned by Mrs. 
Nina Howard and Milford Seymour, 
struck a submerged log and sank in 
the Roanoke River, near here, at 8 a.m. 
last Sunday while making the run 
here from Colerain, N. C., where the 
showboat played last week. The craft 
went to the bottom 50 minutes after 
striking the obstruction. 


The performers and members of the 
crew made their way safely from the 
sinking boat, altho with water pouring 
rapidly into the boat exodus from the 
floating theater was marked with con- 
siderable excitement. However, no one 
was injured. Most of the boat’s pas- 
sengers were asleep when the vessel 
struck the submerged piling. 


Members of the cast were able to save 
most of their street clothes and personal 
belongings, but all were heavy losers in 
stage wardrobe and show equipment. 
New heating equipment installed two 
weeks ago is believed to be badly dam- 
aged by water. Impact with the sub- 
merged log tore a large hole in the 
boat’s bow, and when tugs attempted 
to push the showboat towards shore 
the vessel listed heavily and water rushed 
into the interior. 


According to “SeaBee” Hayworth, 
comedian with the troupe, the floating 
theater will be refloated and then towed 
to its home port, Elizabeth City, N. C., 
for repairs. It will be ready to take 
to the water again in two months, 
he said. 


Hayworth reported business| good for 
the last six weeks since the show came 


into North Carolina, but repprted the 
season as a whole below par. |The boat 
had been out 30 weeks this s@#ason and 


was slated to show North Carolina towns 
for six more weeks before heading into 
Georgia and Florida. The Original Float- 
ing Theater, formerly known as the 
James Adams Floating Theater, was 
built 25 years ago. ‘

The 
Stanton Reporter of November 11 de- 
voted nearly a column to praising the 
Sadler show’s performance, the deport- 
ment of the Sadler personnel and the 
democratic mien of Harley himself. 


The Reporter also lauded Sadler’s 
“pay-off” system as follows: “A very 
unusual trait of Harley Sadler, and one 
this writer has never seen before carried 
along by road shows of any kind, but one 
that is received with much pleasure by 
the editors of print shops wherever the 
show is scheduled to play, is the ‘pay- 
off’ method employed by Mr. Sadler. His 
director of publicity and advertising 
man, Connie Mundee, sends the pub- 
licity dope and advertising to the news- 
paper office ahead of the show. When 
the company arrives in town the first 
fellow from the company to visit the 
newspaper office is Connie Mundee, call- 
ing for the bill for advertising. He pays 
for same, at the same time handing the 
editor a liberal supply of reserved seat 
passes for the engagements. 


“Our experience with road shows on 
the night of the performance (if the 
show ever shows up at all) is stuff the 
bill in our pocket with half a dozen of 
our papers as evidence the ad was 
printed, go to the show entrance, falling 
over kids and worming ourselves thru 
the crowd, only to find that the pay-off 
man is at the elephant’s exhibit at the 
far end of the tent, or is out and will 
be back presently. At any rate an hour 
is consumed standing around on the 
showgrounds.” 


Billy Wehle Wails 
We Done Him Wrong 


Our good friend, Billy Wehle, manager 
of Billroy’s Comedians, takes exception 
to the story from our Chattanooga corre- 
spondent which appeared on this page 
last week, regarding the Billroy show's 
recent engagement there.

| Provera an organizing rally of the 
National Showmen’s Association in 
the early part of this year a member 
rose to inquire why “raising the stand- 
ards of the profession” should become 
part of the official objectives and prin- 
ciples of the association. Another mem- 
ber leaped to his feet to defend the 
inclusion of that objective. The opposi- 
tion member said he could not see why 
a fraternal organization should put itself 
in the position of semi-censor or overlord 
of standards and practices as exerted by 
the outdoor amusement business. 

The defender rose again and asked a 
question which was partly rhetorical. 
“Is the gentleman in opposition not in 
favor Of raising the standards of the 
profession?” The question went unan- 
swered, lost amid tumult from the floor, 
and the meeting proceeded as if nothing 
had happened. It appeared to be the 
unvoiced feeling that the less said about 
standards the better. 

Why this should be so I do not know. 
Certainly it is on the floor of an outdoor 
showmen's organization that these very 
questions should receive a good airing, a 
frank laundering. Where else could dis- 
cussion be aroused that would not be- 
come public property thru the general 
press?

er eee because there 
is none. No person in this business 
is so sainted and so guided by inner 
idealism and soulfulness that he can 
afford to dictate show business prac- 
tices, especially the ethics thereof, but 
one is tempted to question the wis- 
dom, if not the ethics, of substandard 
practices. 

Owing to the preponderance of carni- 
val and carnival-bracketed members in 
the NSA, it is no secret that carnival 
standards were under discussion at the 
time. 

This flashback becomes important by 
reflection because of an unpleasant in- 
cident which occurred only the other 
day at a Southern fair. While the 
incident is not directly related to stand- 
ards, it is close enough to be tantamount 
to the same, since it does deal with in- 
dividual standards. After all, it is in- 
dividuals that are component parts of 
any industry 

It would be unfair to cite names be- 
cause this is just one occurrence. It 
has happened before and, unfortunately, 
will probably happen again. 

Briefly, here is what happened, accord. 
ing to a newspaper account under an 
tight-column streamer. Business was 
toush. A “large number of operators 
of hotels and public and private rooming 
houses are several hundreds of dollars 
poorer and wiser as a result of having 
given accommodations to some of the 
people connected with the carnival 
agesregation which held forth on the 
midway at the fair. It will be a long, 
long time before they will forget the 
manner in which they were stung. Not 
only did a number of the carnival people 
skin out leaving unpaid room and board 
bills behind them but in a number of 
places they ransacked a number of other 
tooms in the hotels and rooming houses 
in which they were stopping and stole 
larve quantities of wearing apparel, bed 
clothing and other articles. Proprietors 
have been expressing their opinion of 
the carnival crowd is no soft terms.” 

The article then goes on to point out 
that never before in the history of the 
tity has there been “as crooked a crowd 
here with any carnival or other aggrega- 
tion as some of those who infested this 
tity last week.” This is about the only 
consoling factor, but it is consolation of 
in indirect and left-handed variety— 
like praising with faint damns, as the 
late Perey Hammond used to say. 

The account concludes on the follow- 
ing note: “Rooming and boarding house 
People certainly learned a costly lesson 
last week—a lesson which will linger long 
and unpleasantly in their memories.”

OPERATORS are not aware why 
some towns are not open to them, or 
open to them with reservations, or open 
to them officially but unwelcome unof- 


ficially, they will find one answer in the 
incident disclosed. The midway pro- 
prietor may retort that he is not 
responsible for the acts of personnel, 
Particularly concessioners and_ inde- 
pendents, but is it a fact that he is not? 
He may not be legally, but he is morally. 
Moreover, the public looks to the show 
owner for responsibility and adjustment. 

If an Owner or manager cannot control 
his personnel he is not to be classed 
as a show-owning executive save in name 
Only. What’s more, I disagree violently 
with those who say that such behavior 
traces indirectly to the kind of contracts 
entered into between the show and the 
fair and between the show and contces- 
sioners, contracts so tough to complete 
that “unpleasantries” become necessary. 
A contract is sacred—or should be (am 
I being quaintly naive?)—and if the 
intention is to meet it but to counter- 
act its alleged unfairness by illegal 
means, it is both bad business and bad 
public relations, not to mention short- 
sightedness.

T old policy of “getting all there 
is to be had today, for tomorrow will 
take care of itself,” is still as ill-advised 
as it ever was. Nobody has ever accom- 
plished anything by following it, and 
nobody ever will, whether in show busi- 
ness or any other walk of life. The sad 
part is not only in the ones resorting 
to such practice having to suffer the 
consequences, but their making the road 
rougher and tougher for those who re- 
gard the future as something to look for- 
ward to and firmly believe in building 
for it. 

All showmen should know this, but if 
there are any not yet convinced of the 
fallacy of the old policy there is no bet- 
ter time to make a change than now. 

The aim of the dyed-in-the-wool show- 
man is always to please the public—to 
conduct his business affairs in a digni- 
fied manner when playing an engage- 
ment, and to offer clean amusement and 
fun. And it is this type of showman 
who values highly an indorsement by 
press and public alike, and especially a 
voluntarily written testimonial on the 
qualities of his show, with an invitation 
to return any time. 
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A show that gets the indorsement of 
a minister can surely be counted upon 
as a builder for the future. It will be 
recalled that last April in this column 
we commented upon and quoted such a 
testimonial which Joe Galler, manager 
of the Buckeye State Shows, received 
from the Rev. J. Bunyan Middleton, 
pastor of the Eupora Baptist Church, 
Eupora, Miss. The letter is one of Gal- 
ler’s most prized possessions. 


We now learn of two other carnivals 
which during the past summer received 
indorsements from the church. At the 
termination of the engagement of 
Hughey Bros.’ Shows at Waverly, IIL, 
Manager Robert Hughey was handed this 


voluntary testimonial by the Rev. Dwight 
K. Sailor, of the First Methodist Episco- 
pal Church: 


“We live on one side and our church 
is on the opposite side of our beautiful 
city park. During the past four years 
several carnival companies have operated 
on the side facing the church. Mr. 
Hughey was here two years ago and is 
just closing his second visit tonight. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Hughey convince us 
they are good citizens, they have high 
ideals and a fine respect for good morals 
and attitudes toward the best things, 
including the churches. 

“When other companies arrived dur- 
ing Saturday night and Sunday morning 
our Sunday air was-filled with erection 
noises. Each time the Hughey organi- 
zation came we only knew it by looking 
in the park. Only the absolutely neces- 
sary raising of living quarters takes 
place and even that is not allowed by 
Mr. Hughey during church hours. 

“Those desiring the services of a car- 
hival company will find this one clean 
of the ofttimes evil features.” 
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The other indorsement referred to 
concerns the Frank Burke Shows. At 
the close of the engagement of this show 
at the Rocky Ford (Colo.) fair the 
City Ministerial Association sent the 
following letter to Secretary Carl Holder 
of the fair: 

“The Ministerial Association in regular 
meeting Tuesday, September 13, 1938, 
adopted a resolution commending the 
fair board for its efforts in keeping 
out questionable amusements and pro- 
viding a higher type of carnival, together 
with other attractions and agricultural 
displays of a high order, expressing the 
hope that this annual event may con- 
tinue to improve under the present 
leadership.” 

Needless to say Messrs. Burke and 
Hughey, too, are very proud of these 
recommendations.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—In last week’s 
article on outdoor booking agencies at- 
tention was focused on interest added as 
@ result of agencies added to the ranks. 
First specific effect of enlarged ranks 
will probably be in the “asked-bid” price 
category, a reversal of stock-market pro- 
cedure, where it’s bid-asked. 

Where no new outlets are apparent, 
that is, where no new markets for the 
sale of talent and attractions appear on 
the 1939 horizon of fairs, parks, carni- 
vals, circuses, celebrations and special 
events, prices asked by agents may, in 
the beginning, not jibe with what out- 
lets think they ought to pay. This situ- 
ation, as far as potential sellers are con- 


cerned, is not relieved by the competi- 
tive element and widespread knowledge 
of its existence. 

In short, the status of potential pur- 
chasers from the point of view of num- 
bers has not changed materially, but the 


number of potential sellers has. The ef- 


fect of such a change in booking agency 
complexion is generally conceded to be 
good, favoring both outlets and talent. 
It will be asked how such a change in 
complexion can favor both buyers and 
talent, what with no additional 1939 out- 
lets visible at this point. While the 
question appears to be a logical one, 
close observers base their contention on

About the Lidstones 

FOR the current tour of Jimmy and 
joan Lidstone, brother and sister, and 
England's best roller skaters, great credit 
must go to the Roller Skating Rink Op- 
syators’ Association of the United States 
and National Skating Association of 
Great Britain. American skaters at last 
have been given an opportunity to see 
real international-style skating on roll- 
ers. Skaters in the States have been 
shown exactly what type of skating is re- 
quired for Olympic and international 
competition. This alone is an achieve- 
ment for all time, in which the RSROA 
can take immense pride and satisfaction. 


Among amateur skaters, for whose sole 
benefit the Lidstone tour was arranged, 
the verdict appears to be practically 
unanimous that international-style skat- 
ing, whether for competition or pure 
pleasure, is what they want and what they 
are going to have. Indicative of this was 
the statement of William F. Sefferino, 
head of Sefferino’s Rollerdrome, Cincin- 
nati: “Our crowds were not much for 
figure skating, but these skaters have 
now changed their minds. The Lidstones 
are everything that has been announced 
and much, much more.” 


Question of Training 

Because our roller skaters have pro- 
gressed to the point where they can at 
least partially understand and appreci- 
ate what the Lidstones are demonstrat- 
ing, The Billboard senses the advent of 
and welcomes the coming of interna- 
tional-style skating to the U. S. A. This 
opens a new era. The profession as a 
whole can now realize the enormous pos- 
sibilities of this coming new period. 
They should not be overlooked and there 
should be no delay in taking advantage 
of the start that has been made. Figure- 
skating classes have sprung up all over 
the country and for the first time in 
American history skaters have gotten on- 
to edges instead of flats. Our skaters 
are capable and will respond rapidly to 
training. The question is how to train 
them quickly. 

It means that professional instructors 
and instructresses are going to be loaded 
down with an almost impossible task if 
they are to be called upon without warn- 
ing to provide international-style in- 
struction when, as a matter of fact, very 
few of them have international-style 
groundwork and fundamentals them- 
selves. So it would appear that the first

and most pressing problem is to start 
immediately to furnish competent inter- 
national-style instruction to rink pro- 
fessionals. 


Big Task for RSROA 

In such fundamental requirements as 
close footwork, perfect edges, graceful 
and ballet-type body position as to erect 
carriage, freedom, rhythm, use of arms, 
shoulders and balance leg, they must be 
extra well trained, as they are the tu- 
tors who are to pass the knowledge and 
form on to our skaters, who will reflect 
exactly what form they have passed on 
to them. Fortunately, in the school 
figures, we can do very well by our skat- 
ers up to the third and fourth tests, but 
the point outlined above will come 
strongly to the fore after the fourth test. 
The sixth, seventh and eighth tests on 
school figures might as well be consid- 
ered an impossibility without proper 
preliminary fundamental training. These 
upper-range figures are the figures that 
are placed in the hat to be drawn from 
for international and Olympic competi- 
tion. 

The art of free skating (solo) and pair 
skating (doubles) is just as important, 
as was demonstrated by the Lidstones 
and popularized thruout the country by 
Sonja Henie. Training in these branches 
requires persistent attention to detail in 
footwork and timing and must, as with 
school figures, be of high order. While 
the task is one of magnitude, our skat- 
ers are worthy of it and the reception 
accorded the Lidstones should be a suf- 
ficient spur to the members of the 
RSROA to carry on to completion the 
good work they have inaugurated for 
amateur skaters of America.

Sound Criticism 
By CYRIL BEASTALL 
DERBY, England.—Having read con- 
tributions to these columns from time 
to time by Earle Reynolds, whose name 
and past ability as an exhibition skater 
are well known to me, I was particularly 
interested in his article, “A Night in 
Mineola,” in The Billboard of October 
22. His criticism of the Lidstones seems 
about what those of us who have seen 
the Derby couple perform might expect. 
Dance and figure skating on rollers has 
been developed in Europe to consider- 
able extent during the last few years 
and, while we have produced quite a few 
class performers in both branches, there 
has never been another couple to equal 
the prowess of the Lidstones. 


Our standardization of figures and 
dances has had the obvious effect and 
with development of their gift of excep- 
tional natural ability the Lidstones went 
right to the top in very short time and 
stayed there against all comers. While 
the general standard of skating among 
the masses may have been a little higher 
once than today, the standard among the 
top-rank skaters of today is higher than 
ever before and it may be a fact, as I 
think it is, that the Lidstones are the 
greatest exponents of dance skating of 
all time. 


Earle Reynolds refers to showmanship 
and I can confirm the opinion that this 
quality is usually lacking with amateur 
performers in any sport because show- 
manship is part of the training of the 
professional in skating and other sports, 
but not included in the training of the 
amateur. To get utmost return at the 
box office, it is admitted that showman- 
ship must be in evidence, but the fact 
that there is some lack of this quality 
with the Lidstone show does not get one 
away from the value of what this tal- 
ented young couple are doing—giving 
artistic roller skating a real 3 

One can imagine the interest the dis- 
play of their art by the Lidstones is giv- 
ing those American roller skaters who 
take their sport seriously. It will surely 
give advanced skaters something to go 
at for a long while to come. I am at all 
times glad to hear from acquaintances 
in the States, at 21 Ashbourne road, 
Derby, England. Joe Laurey, floor man- 
ager of Armory Rink, Chicago, tells me 
that they are still packing them in and 
that Pred Leiser is still “maestro” at the 
big rink.

Fair Swimming 

A few issues ago this column pub- 
lished an open letter to Christy Walsh, 
sports director of the New York World's 
Fair, suggesting that consideration be 
given to marathon swimming and other 
aquatic events at the expo. It was later 
reported here that Director Walsh in- 
vited the writer to talk over with him 
the contents of that open letter. Such 
a meeting was held last week and now 
one of the best friends marathon swim- 
mers and aquatic enthusiasts have is 
Christy Walsh—and, if it is humanly 
possible to hold any kind of swim com- 
petish, Christy is the one who will do it. 

The set-up at present is that fair of- 
ficials feel they have no facilities to 
stage any type of sports contest, let alone 
swimming. Christy’s work now is lining 
up sports luminaries and events for the 
proposed Sports Building at the fair, 
which, together with the men’s apparel 
structure known as “Man—and His 
Sports,” will house whatever sports lec- 
tures and exhibitions that are staged. 
There may be a possibility that, as time 
draws nearer to exhibition’s opening, 
some facilities may be provided for ath- 
letic events. 

Walsh is certainly suited to his job. 
He knows sports biz from A to Z. He 
says he has received quite a bit of mail 
from marathon swimmers and water per- 
formers inquiring as to whether there 
will be any swim races at the fair. This 
department has received many letters 
asking the same question, which 
prompted the aforementioned open let- 
ter. He wants long-distance swimmers, 
high divers, endurance mermen and the 
like to know that, despite repeated ru- 
mors, nothing definite has been arranged 
for swimming or any competition. Often, 
because these rumors have been so per- 
sistent, he says that some swimmers feel 
he is trying to stall them. Which is 
most certainly not the case. : 

While on the fairgrounds I surveyed 
Meadow Lake, which fronts the amuse- 
ment zone, to determine whether it 
would be possible to stage a marathon 
swim in that lake. Walsh told me the 
water is only four feet deep, which, of 
course, would not be suitable for a mara- 
thon. However, the location seems swell 
and if such an event could be staged 
it would be a great boost for concession- 
ers on the midway. Whether the con- 
cessioners or the fair management itself 
would entertain the idea of staging a 
competish there is another thing. Flush- 
ing Bay, which surrounds the fair- 
grounds, appears a little out of the way 
for the event and it is understood that 
continual boat service in the bay would 
prevent such a swim. Willow Lake, the 
other body of water fronting the 
grounds, seems too small. 

Thus it appears that the only possible 
place at the 1939 fair where a swim could 
be held would be in Meadow Lake. There, 
at any rate, some swell shorter swim 
faces and diving events could be staged 
~—in front of the Billy Rose project. An- 
other problem is whether the waters in 
all three areas are not too polluted. 

Walsh is going to find the answers to 
these problems and this department is 
going to sound out various prospective 
backers of a marathon swim. But please 
temember that nothing definite has been 
set at the fair for swimmers or divers. 
Don’t bother Christy Walsh with re- 
peated inquiries, altho he is always de- 
lighted to receive new sports ideas. For 
complete reports of swim activities at 
the fair, when and if they are sched- 
Wed, will be revealed in this column. 


More Fair Items 

Eleanor Holm will be featured in the 
Proposed Rose water show at the World's

Dear Mixer: 

Foresightedness of Agent Lem Truck- 
low, in buying up the exclusive on all 
shows, rides and concessions for this 
date, proved to be of great advantage to 
the organization. Auspices, billed as 
the First Convention of Carnival Fleet 
Owners and Operators, proved to be a 
big success from a filling station finan- 
cial standpoint. 

Immediately after signing contracts 
invitations were mailed to every motor- 
minded manager in the country, as well 
as requests for several different designs 
of three-sheet lithographs to be used in 
decorating the convention hall. Each 
was also asked to mail in a small check 
to cover the space rental for his litho 
and title display. Over 300 managers 
responded, but at the last minute our 
committee decided to hold the conven- 
tion outdoors and to give the paper 
prominent locations on neighboring 
barns, fences and billboards alongside of 
our six-sheet dates. This gave the show 
its biggest variety of paper as well as of 
titles. 


Due to our contract calling for a rub- 
berized midway, the train was unloaded 
10 miles out of town and the wagons 
pulled to the lot on top of a five-mile 
hill. The high location was chosen so as 
to give everyone a chance to get off of 
the lot after the convention, giving a 
five-mile coasting distance downgrade. 

Sunday the fleet owners arrived in 
droves. They thought it was an open- 
house date and brought their fleets, 
loaded with equipment, along with 
them. Then is when our exclusive and 
shut-out contract served its purpose. 


Rather than disappoint them entirely, 
the office booked the 10,000 concessions 
that arrived at $10 a foot and payable 
on the line. 


Laying out of these additional conces- 
sions depended entirely upon the 
amount of gas their truck tanks still 
held after paying off. Those out of gas 
were spotted at the foot of the hill. 
The one-gallon class was located a little 
higher. The two-gallon class went still 
higher, giving those with full tanks hill- 
top locations. Then the guest managers 
started squawking, demanding that their 
wives’ custard machines, palmistry, 
grease joints and penny arcades be 
booked at fleet prices. Having some 
three miles of lowland highway locations 
between the town and the hill, the 
bosses decided to let it go at $5 a foot 
as a courtesy to the managers’ wives. 

This proved a winner for the show 
and helped to build up a world of good 
will among the brother managers, who 
wanted their wives kept busy at the 
foot while they attended the convention 
on top alongside of our special-built 
black entertaining top, 60 feet wide and 
200 feet long. 

‘Opening night a few natives came on 
the lot but never returned. Having sold 
enough footage, convention hall space 
for the lithos, badges, canes, catalog and 
ads and with the profits from the black 
top, the bosses felt as tho the front- 
gate admissions weren't needed. The 
cookhouse was the hardest hit by the 
large variety of brass that was in circu- 
lation. Our paper for billing was cheap; 
we were out of the license zone; 
hill was free, and the gas for our rides 
was syphoned from the visitors’ trucks 
in exchange for mileage to the Chicago 
conventions.

several allegedly undeniable facts. They 
point out that outlets or prospective 
buyers are in the advantage under thé 
new booking structure because (1) of the 
very fact that they have not only more 
talent from which to choose but more 
sellers are making the choices available, 
and (2) prices will tend to be trimmed 
as a matter of competition. 

It is not felt, however, that a radical 
or sweeping effect on the price structure 
will be brought about, except perhaps in 
blanket contracts or when big layouts 
such as the inclusion of revues are 
under consideration. This is made pos- 
sible because of the producer-contractor 
element which is not based exclusively 
on act values alone, but includes pro- 
duction values, both tangible and in- 
tangible. 

Tangibles take in heavy or elaborately 
contrived scenery, costumes, grips and 
the like where expenditures must count 
as a deciding factor when figuring the 
sale value of a show. Intangibles take in 
special music, construction of motifs, 
groupings, dance direction and other 
classifications of the purely creative type. 

Possibly more important in its effect, 
under the same theory, are actor sal- 
aries. The lifeblood of a booking office 
are Acts with a capital a. The act’s 
the thing and the booker or agent must 
have plenty of the same and plenty in 
the matter of variety. All things being 
otherwise equal, it is the company with 
a good representation of acts that starts 
off with a run before it even goes to bat. 

If, as the prognosticators claim, prices 
for acts and shows will tend to decrease, 
what about actor salaries? Will they be 
correspondingly reduced? The best stu- 
dents of the subject say no. Why this 
is so The Billboard will discuss in an- 
other article.

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Toy Manufacturers Keeping 
Tight Rein on Production

Sales will come close to °37 figure but manufacturers 
taking no chances on being stuck with large inventories 
—new numbers making appearances 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Toy sales this year will come within striking distance 
of the 1937 mark in the opinion of leading toy manufacturers and distributors. 
Tho retail sales as a whole have been off as much as 10 per cent in recent months, 
these men are pointing to the fact that the gap between last year and this year 
has been closing steadily and they expect volume, including December sales, to be 


close to last year’s figures. 
manufacturing activities, however. 
conservatively this year and produce 
only as much as they have reasonable 
assurance of selling. Few manufacturers 
seem to have intentions of building up 
inventories on the flimsy premise that 
“they should have additional quantities 
available in case retailers run short.” 
Many factories, it is reported, have al- 
ready stopped taking orders. They in- 
tend to fill orders on hand and that 
is all. To produce additional goods 
on a rush basis would in most cases re- 
quire overtime, which under mandate of 
the Wage and Hour Law would wipe 
out profits. The attitude of most manu- 
facturers seems to reflect a determina- 
tion to make a profit this year even if 
it means selling less goods. 

This, of course, means that those who 
as yet haveri’t placed orders for their 
wares had better get busy. It also means 
that those who have committed them- 
selves to small orders on items they 
wish to test before ordering in quanti- 
ties had better decide to gamble now 
or look about for substitutes to push 
when their present supply runs out. 

A good quantity of appealing mer- 
chandise has made its appearance on the 
toy market Interest continues in char- 
acter dolls. One of the most recent 
additions is the Deanna Durbin num- 
ber, a miniature of the movie star. 
Charlie McCarthy has come out in new 
form as a hand dummy, which might 
cash in on revived interest in monkey 
mits. Charlie is attired as usual in top 
hat, white tie and tails and sports a 
monocle. 


Chinese checkers appear to be a game 
that will get heavy promotion. Two 
variations of the game now on the mar- 
ket are Ching Gong and Chow Mein. In- 
cidentally, many firms are reported 
to be planning to push Mah Jong sets. 
The game is being revived and dressed 
up with colorful catalin pieces and is 
apt to become as popular as Monopoly 
was in recent years. 

Ferdinand, the Bull, latest creation 
te come out of the Disney studios, is 
appearing in many forms. Done in 
rubber, plaster and stuffed materials, 
he’s destined to play a big role in Christ- 
mas sales.

BINGO BUSINESS owes a vote of 
thanks to Controller Fred Hamilton, of 
Toronto, for his fearless stand against 
attempts on the part of authorities to 
outlaw bingo. Hamilton insisted that 
any attempt to curtail bingo activities 
of churches and organizations running 
the game would result in greatly in- 
creased unemployment relief costs to 
the city. 

COLD, HARD LOGIC is 100 per cent 
in Hamilton’s favor. Scores of churches 
and organizations which have been run- 
ning bingo in Toronto have spent a 
major portion of their proceeds for 
charitable work. Hamilton cited a few 
instances of the type of charity these 
groups are carrying on. One church 
was able to distribute 150 orders of coal 
to poor families who could not afford 
to purchase fuel. In another case poor 
children of the parish were given over- 
shoes. In scores of other cases food 
and clothing was purchased and dis- 
tributed among the needy. There cer- 
tainly is logic to a plea which asks that 
such good work be permitted to continue 
without placing undue burden on the 
portion of the community which foots 
the bill. 

ABOUT 40,000 FANS help make bingo 
the force for good that it is in Toronto 
and more than 40 times 40,000 fans in 
communities scattered over the country 
make it possible for thousands of earnest 
groups to care for their poor. 

WE HAVE ALWAYS MAINTAINED 
that bingo groups do not lay enough 
emphasis on the good they are able to 
do with proceeds of their games. We 
feel certain that if more emphasis were 
placed on this angle of the business 
authorities would be less inclined to 
crusade against the game. 

ON THE OTHER HAND we certainly 
bear no grudge against lawmaking and 
law-enforcement officials who are bent 
upon eliminating racketeers from bingo. 
Those officials have our good wishes and 
blessings. We do feel, however, that 
they should use greater discrimination 
in determining who is racketeering and 
who is not. 

AMONG OTHER THINGS in next 
week’s column we'll tell you about 
jumbo, an interesting offshoot of bingo 
with some interesting variations of the 
game. We hope you'll be with us.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—With the 
American populace about ready to em- 
bark on that grand annual spree known 
as Christmas shopping, demonstrators, 
who usually find Christmas shoppers 
their best customers, are busy lining 
up berths for themselves in department 
and variety stores thruout the country. 


This is the one time of the year when 
practically all of the boys find little 
difficulty in getting booked into most 
any store that has space available. 
Whereas getting space in stores is pretiy 
much of a hit or miss proposition during 
the greater part of the year, bars are 
let down during the holidays and dems 
go to town. Most dems, wise to the 
whims of store managers, realize that 
they might be left out in the cold as soon 
as Santa Claus day is over and the 
management finds out that there are 
more dems than salesmen in the store. 
For the present, however, they are not 
worried. December is always their big- 
gest month and they are concentrating 
on getting the very most out of it. 


In recent years the dem has been an 
important cog in bolstering sales of 
Christmas merchandise. The magical 
salés story he weaves about an article 
frequently enables it to be sold at a 
much higher mark-up than. would be 
possible otherwise. Volume of sales 
turned in by dems on marked-up goods 
often enables the store to cut prices on 
other items and still keep a constant 
profit margin.

Most of 
them are not turning their talents to 
Christmas goods as yet, but as soon as 
Turkey Day is over they will begin to 
extol the merits of strictly Christmas 
merchandise and the take will be on. 


Churches Bank on 
Bingo for Funds 


FORT WAYNE, Ind., Nov. 12.—Weekly 
bingo parties featuring merchandise 
prizes are being conducted by at least 
five of 11 Catholic parishes here. In 
several cases the games as conducted 
this fall are replacing other social func- 
tions, It was pointed out by one church 
authority that the games not only afford 
@ consistent source of revenue but 
actually provide a desirable type of social 
gathering for parish members. “Our 
members not only have the opportunity 
to win a worth-while prize but find 
the games afford an excellent place to 
get acquainted with other parishioners 
and have a good time,” he said. Seating 
accommodations in the halls are usually 
taxed to capacity and lack of suitable 
facilities is the principal reason why 
several others haven’t turned to bingo 
as a means of raising funds. 


The tremendous growth in bingo’s 
popularity has also had its effect on 
the method of raising funds at parish 
bazaars and fraternal events. Whereas in 
former years a lottery with one major 
prize was the main money-raising stunt, 
this plan has either been greatly modi- 
fied or discarded altogether in deference 
to increasing demands for bingo. Bingo 
award selections and facilities have in 
most cases been greatly increased and 
patrons seem more satisfied with a good 
chance of winning a modest prize in 
bingo than with an extremely remote 
na of taking down a single major 
prize.

Value of Prizes Reduced

cost, and the defendants had done s0. 
As a matter of fact, they were reduced 
so that no prize was worth more than 
5s. Before that some of the prizes were 
worth as much as three guineas. 


The Magistrate (Basil Watson): You 
were asked by the police to reduce the 
value to a nominal cost? 

Mr. Roberts: Yes, and we did so, and 
I might suggest that this case be ad- 
journed, as the others have been, to get 
the police commissioner to come to some 
agreement with the defendants as to 
what shall be the maximum value of the 
prizes. 

Mr. Taylor said he was not in a posi- 
tion to agree to that suggestion or to say 
that the commissioner would agree to 
5s. as the maximum cost of the prizes. 

Mr. Roberts: We have evidence to show 
we have kept faith with the police in the 
matter of reducing the cost of the prizes. 
There are very many arcades like this 
one, and if you do not get equality you 
have an unfair advantage being taken 
by others. Scotland Yard has said prizes 
should be of a nominal amount, but 
when the police are asked to fix the 
nominal amount they very wisely do 
nothing about it.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 12.—A gen- 
eral hearing on tentative regulations 
governing the enforcement of the new 
Food and Drug Act will be held Novem- 
ber 17, beginning at 10 o’clock in the 
morning, in the auditorium of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, South Building, 
on Independence avenue between 12th 
and 14th streets, S. W., Washington. 

Views of the candy industry are ex- 
pected to be presented at the hearing, 
which will be attended by William F. 
Heide, of Henry Heide, Inc., chairman 
of the legislative committee, and W. 
Parker Jones, general counsel of the 
National Confectioners’ Association. 

Jones, in a statement issued to candy 
manufacturers, urged them to send him 
immediately any recommendations which 
they may wish to have presented orally 
in their behalf at the hearing. Those 
who may wish to can send separate 
recommendations in writing to W. G. 
Campbell, head of the Food and Drug 
Administration in Washington, up to 
November 24. 


Confectioner Relates 
Factors Boosting Cost 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—The National 
Confectioners’ Association, in its Octo- 
ber bulletin, publishes a communication 
from a member manufacturer which re- 
lates the many factors that tend to in- 
crease the manufacturing costs of candy. 

“Yesterday (October 11) sugar ad- 
vanced 14 cent per pound,” it is stated. 
“The present prices on coatings are

“Those manufacturers who are con- 
tracted for or bought enough sugar and 
coatings to run them until after the 
first of the year are, of course, pro- 
tected against the advances and are 
privileged to hold their present prices, 
but according to all the rules of busi- 
ness they should advance their prices in 
accordance with the new costs of raw 
materials. 

“One thing is certain. If sugar and 
coatings had gone down % cent this 
reduction in these materials would have 
immediately been reflected in lower 
prices. Therefore an increase in prices

should immediately be reflected in 
higher prices. 

“With reference to labor costs, no 
manufacturer has any contract that will 
assure him of any low labor cost after 
October 25. The increased labor cost 
goes into effect immediately upon the 
effective date, and if these increases are 
not reflected in his prices they will be 
reflected in his statement of January 1. 

“There isn’t much use in building up 
business and in fighting for greater 
volume unless there is at least a small 
profit. Today’s prices are entirely too 


low. 

“All labor costs are going to be higher 
because all the manufacturers who make 
our raw materials are going to pay higher 
labor costs. The peanut people have 
already increased their cost on peanuts 
from % cent to % cent due to the 
higher cost of labor. 

“What is the reason for continued 
price demoralization in our industry? 
The answer is FEAR. The worst com- 
petitor we have is Fear, which has 
blocked our path as effectively as an 
unscalable wall. Fear is akin to hate. 
Let us banish the bogey which makes us 
fearful and we will go full speed ahead. 
Let us do the bold, courageous things 
that would make us bigger and better! 
Let us make some real noise about this 
Tight now?’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The average 
value per pound received for all types 
of confectionery and competitive choco- 
late products by manufacturer-whole- 
slers declined 0.6 cents during August 
ss compared with the same month of 
1987 and 0.1 cents as compared with 
July of this year, according to a supple- 
ment to the monthly report issued by 
the Market Research Division of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, 

The average value per pound was 14.7 
cents in August, as compared ° with 
148 cents for July and 153 cents for 
August, 1937. 

Breaking the report down into clas- 
sification of houses, the strongest sea- 
sonal increase in poun sales from 
july to August was made by bar goods 
firms with a gain of 48 per cent. The 
smallest gain was recorded by the general 
line and bulk goods producers. This 
smounted to 26 per cent. 
Reports of poundage and average 
mlue per pound according to types of 
businesses follow:

2,112,898 pounds, 16.4 cents, for August, 
1988, and 31,256,927 pounds, 17.1 cents 
per pound, for August, 1937, and 19,702,.

Some Vending Ops 
Use Three Reports 


BOSTON, Nov. 12.—‘“Systematic pro- 
cedure results in increased efficiency for 
operation of coin machines,” advises Dave 
Bond, of the Trimount Coin Machine Co. 

“Some operators know ‘to the penny’ 
at the end of the month just how much 
net profit each machine has produced. 
Other operators have no system whatever 
~they are either too lazy to keep records 
or they don’t care to bother just so long 
as they make a good week’s pay. 

“The first group usually develops into 
genuine business organizations which 
cunt real profits at the end of the year. 

“A good system of bookkeeping will 
serve many purposes. First, it will stabil- 
ie operations and tell what should be 
put in machines at any given time. If 
tn operator should want to borrow money 
for expansion the first demand is, ‘Let 
w see your records.’ Secondly, it will 
thw just which locations are making 
money and which are not. This permits 
tmoval of machines from unprofitable 
lbeations and placing them in better ones, 
& changing of the merchandise to suit 
the location. It also gives a definite daily 
teeord of cash receipts. 

“One system is the use of three report 
forms, now being used by well-organized 
operating groups. The consistent use of 
these forms will establish operating on a 
businesslike basis and will show operators 
Where they are at the end of each day’s 
business.

The new home is located on the same floor in the Chanin 
Building but has twice the floor space of the former headquarters. Matthew Forbes, 
manager of the organization, now plays host to CMA members in a comfortably 
appointed office of his own. The outer half is a combination waiting room and 
secretarial office. In a way, the new quarters of the organization are proof of the 
progress it has made during the past year. The CMA of N. Y. extends a blanket 
invitation to all cigaret operators to visit at its new quarters whenever they are 
in the Big City. 


Mrs. Martha L. Lewis has been appointed vice-president of the New Jersey 
CMA to fill the vacancy left by the death of her husband. Mrs. Lewis was informed 
of her appointment in an official letter from Manager Le Roy Stein during the past 
week. Her first official duty as vice-president will be to attend the coming executive 
meeting of the New Jersey group. The appointment of Mrs. Lewis marks the first 
time in the history of any CMA that a woman has served as an official, it is believed. 
Since Mrs. Lewis was an active aid to her husband in the operation of his business, 
she is well qualified to administer the duties of the office to which she has been 
appointed by the CMA of N. J. 


With 96 per cent of the membership on hand, the CMA of N. J. enjoyed the 
best attended meeting last Tuesday night, November 8, it has held in some time. 
The prime purpose of the meeting was to honor president emeritus Charles W. 
Stange. Stange addressed the members on the subject “Who is the Association.” 
An account of his speech will be published in this column in an early issue. Leo 
Willens, president of the U-Need-a-Pak Corp., promised his co-operation to the as- 
sociation. Manager Le Roy Stein reports that the New Jersey group has received 
promises of tion from all the leading meanufacturers of equipment in its 
efforts to stabilize the industry. The manufacturers have been a great aid, he 
stated, in pointing out the advantages of CMA membership to prospective cigaret 
merchandising machine customers. 


A fantastic rumor has been making the rounds the past few weeks to the effect 
that the right time to join a CMA association is after the operator is established and 
has a large route of machines, but it hurts the operator just getting started in busi- 
ness since it hampers his growth.” CMA members will get u laugh out of that state- 
ment. Still in order to expose its fallaciousness, we investigated the matter and 
discovered that no statement could be farther from the truth. 

What has aided the growth and progress of the CMA associations more than 
anything else has been the fact that these organizations have restored the profit 
factor to the business of operating cigaret machines. Prior to their existence, com- 
petition in this business was on a “dog-eat-dog” basis. For a while it was great 
sport to knock off a competitor’s location while he was busy stealing one from 
someone else. It wasn’t long, however, before operators woke up to the fact that 
these tactics were hurting no one but themselves. Profits were being wiped out by 
their desire to obtain competitive locations at any cost. 

Then the CMA organizations came into being and quickly this picture changed. 
Men who formerly would not even speak to each other gathered ‘round the con- 
ference table and found that by co-operating with each other they could put the 
operation of cigaret merchandising machines on a businesslike basis. Quickly, they 
put an end to cut-throat competition. They restored the profit margin to the busil- 
ness. They set up committees to settle disputes and grievances equitably. The ad- 
vantages of a blanket insurance policy to protect the machines of all members were 
investigated. With one member co-operating with another, they were able to pro- 
tect each other from unprofitable locations. An employment bureau where skilled 
service and route men could be obtained was set up. These and many other helps 
were made available to CMA members. 

Consequently these men soon found out that they were able to expand their 
operations much more rapidly after affiliating themselves with a CMA organization 
than formerly. No longer did they have to worry about unfair competition. They 
could concentrate on giv their customers better service and developing new lo- 


cations. By banding together they were able to reduce operating costs and thus | 


could put machines in many locations that would have proved unprofitable before. 
What’s more, they were able to acquire many more locations because membership 
in the association established them as bona fide business men in the minds of many 
location owners. 

Another feature of being a member of such a group is that the newcomer can 
avail himself of a fund of knowledge about the inner workings of this business 
which it would take months and even years to acquire thru actual experience. In 
| tn in arr alate barn: able to get his business started off on the right 
‘oot. 

All the above benefits accrue to the members of CMA associations today no 
matter how large their routes may be. These organizations have figures to prove 
that their members have increased the size of their operations more rapidly since 
joining their association than formerly. In the New York area alone it is estimated 
that more than 5,000 locations were made available to cigaret machines during 
the past year. Practically all of these new spots were obtained by CMA members 
—because they had the time to devote to creating new locations and were not 
harassed by the constant fear of someone knocking off their choice spots. 

So the next time you hear an operator making the statement that he intends 
joining up with an organization when he has his route built up to such a point 
that he needs the protection a CMA gives to its members, have pity on him. Chances 
are he'll always be a small-time op because he never will be able to rise above his 
“small-time” methods of getting business. No developer of new locations is he, 
because it’s much easier to capitalize on some one else’s efforts. Besides, what or- 
ganization would want him?

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—Most of the 
business won by super markets is at 
the expense of chain stores, W. H. 
Albers, president of the Super Market 
Institute, told a convention of meat 
packers recently.

The super 
inarket was pictured as being able to 
change its strategy quickly to meet un- 
usual weather or any other conditions, 
while the chain manager is committed 
to a course dictated at some distant 
point.

Portraits of 


Record Artists 


This is the seventh in a series of 
thumbnail biographical sketches of band 
leaders and other artists whose record- 
ings are enjoying widespread popularity 
in phonograph machines. 


REGGIE CHILDS 


Reggie Childs, often referred to as 
“The Smiling Maestro,” has had a color- 
ful and varied career. His first musical 
excursions were a great deal more 
classical in character than they are now, 
and he studied music in London, the 
city of bis birth, after which he went 
to the Paris Conservatory of Music. In 
the French capital he was boy soloist 
in the American Cathedral choir. 


At 18 he came to the United States 
via Canada and went into a vaude act 
featuring his violin. He crossed the 
country on his tour, and he was hardly 
pack in New York when he set out once 
more for Europe as first violinist and 
assistant conductor of one of Paul 
Whiteman’s band units. Returning to 
America, he went into the legit field 
and served as conductor and concert 
master on a number of Broadway shows. 


Childs’ first engagement with his own 
orchestra in a night club came when 
the late Texas Guinan hired him for her 
El Fay Club. Ruby Keeler, climbing the 
ladder of fame at the same time, was the 
featured dancer in the floor show. 
Reggie left the El Fay to take over the 
band stand at the then famous Fifth 
Avenue Club, and following that he 
made his debut in radio at a time when 
that medium of entertainment was itself 
practically making a debut. He played 
for WJZ when that station had its first 
studios on lower Broadway tn New York. 
Since that time Childs’ music has been 
heard on network commercials in be- 
half of Cream of Wheat, I. J. Fox Purs 
and Tastyeast. 

During one of Guy Lombardo’s ab- 
sences from his stamping ground, New 
York’s Hotel Roosevelt, Reggie stepped 
into the spot for two seasons and then 
returned to vaudeville for Loew’s and 
RKO. Then came a successful engage- 
ment at the smart Casino-on-the-Park 
in the Essex House, New York; a profit- 
able one-night tour, and a stand ‘ast 
summer at the famous Playland amuse- 
ment park in Rye, N. Y. Since then it 
has been more one-night, theater and 
recording dates for Childs, his “sweet” 
violin and his “sweet” swing.

In our endless efforts to obtain records 
that will go over we find the safest and 
best bets are in following the current 
hits. 

With the football season in full swing, 
we find that college songs like the 
Rambling Wreck From Georgia ‘Tech, 
vocalized by Dick Powell, and You’ve 
Got To Be a Football Hero, by Dick 
Robertson, are great nickel getters. 
Along with this and holding its own is 
Mericala Rose, vocalized by the inimit- 
able Bing Crosby. This standard will 
hold for many weeks to come. Other 
hits going strong with us are Josephine, 
Star Dust, While a Cigaret Was Burning. 

Josephine, by Wayne King, recorded in 
the distinctive style of the waltz king, 
has long been a hit. Emaline, a newer 
recording by the same maestro, looks as 
if it will replace Josephine. It is of the 
same lilting, pleasing style as the older 
recording. 

We find that in addition to going for 
the top hits of the day patrons like cer- 
tain orchestra leaders. Wayne King and 
Jan Garber are favored for slow tempo 
music. Swing cats jitter when Bob 
Crosby waxes forth. Also swingers go for 
Benny Goodman. Many like his vocals 
of trios and quartets. Larry Clinton is 
a rising favorite with automatic phono- 
graph patrons. His Heart and Soul, My 
Reverie and Summer Souvenirs are tops. 


We have a few colored location, and 
records by Duke Ellington and Chick 
Webb-Ella Fitzgerald are especially good 
on them. The latter’s F. D. R. Jones 
is especially good. To meet the demands 
of some locations we carry in stock for- 
eign records. Among them are recordings 
of Slovak, Swedish, German, Hungarian, 
Russian, Polish, Spanish, Italian and 
other foreign tunes. 


Not used extensively, but good money 
makers on qualified locations, such as 
restaurants and bars catering to well- 
established community patrons, are the 
classical Viennese waltzes. Composed by 
Johann Strauss and recorded by Harry 
Horlick, we have found Emperor Waltz, 
Vienna Woods and Sweetheart Waltz to 
be favorites. Music lovers are delighted 
to find these on the phonographs.

A worthy album to call 
your own. 

For tastes classical, Columbia r- 
works has another premium the 
recording of Massenet’s ballad music, 
Le Cid, by Grand Orchestre Symphon- 
ique of the Paris Opera, conducted by 
F. Ruhlman. Set is four sides and the 
Spanish motif of Massinet’s dances are 
to popular likings. And in a more pop- 
ular register, Columbia has a gem in the 
exceedingly sprightly renditions of two 
dashing opuses by Orchestre Raymonde, 
conducted by G. Walter—Tritsch-Tratsch, 
@ polka by the waltz king Johann Strauss, 
and The Grand Duchess galop from Of- 
fenbach’s opera-bouffe of the same name.

We 
phonograph operators down in Texas 
naturally have a number of local artists 
whose cuttings will click with the native 
cow hands in these parts but naturally 
would fall flat in distant sections. Take 
our newly nominated Governor W. Lee 
O’Daniel and his hillbilly string band. 
Brother, a hot tune by these boys cut 
on a wax biscuit will spin itself thin and 
overflow the cash box. Immediately fol- 
lowing his election last summer we al- 
most had to pay a premium for any 
O’Daniel hillbilly disc. His cuttings are 
still needling like nobody’s business and 
making plenty “jack.” Other hillbilly 
artists that get the play down this way 
are Cliff Bruner and Bob Wills. 

One might think that the Texas music 
lovers would go for Western stuff 
stronger than twisted cellophane, but 
such is not the case. They will spend 
their nickels for the same hit tunes, 
with few exceptions, that go over big in 
the East and other sections of the United 
States. Maybe the fact that Billy Rose 


Beatrice Frankrich 
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moved Broadway to Ft. Worth for two 
seasons had something to do with cre- 
ating this supertaste for good music by 
Texans. We have to give ‘em the best 
or they keep their buffaloes right in 
their pockets. 

Right now I find Tommy Dorsey leads 
the dance-band numbers, with Benny 
Goodman whipping up into second place. 
Art Shaw’s platters are doing nicely, and 
we'll spot Shaw’s Band in third spot. 
Of course Bing Crosby leads the crooner 
list, and his numbers always make 
money down this way. 

At this time we are really having a 
profitable run on soft Hawatian cuttings. 
It is apparent that the music-loving 
public is leaning more toward the slow 
flowing tunes and is stepping back 
from the faster stuff. 

Headed for the moth balls but were 
profitable for a while are Pocketful of 
Dreams, Small Fry. Lambeth Walk, 
A-Tisket A-Tasket and Boogie Woogie. 
Numbers that are just taking their bow 
on our machines and that really look 
good are Two Sleepy People, All Ashore 
and Old Folks. 

Our biggest money makers right at 
this time are It Makes No Difference 
Now, hillbilly and string, done by Cliff 
Bruner; Change Partners, by Jimmy 
Dorsey’s Band, and Bing Crosby’s Mezi- 
cala Rose. Going along with this present 
list of money makers is My Reverie, by 
Larry Clinton. I believe that My Reverie 
will lead the above list of money makers 
when they begin to make their exit. 
However, right now It Makes No Dif- 
ference Now is leading the above num- 
bers in earning power. 

Let me remind you again that Hawai-
